TO THE COAL MINERS OF ENGLAND — ( Coneluded). 
FretLtow-Worsmen,—It is very curious, and, I may say, quite anomalous, that all 
great measures in legislation profess to be for the special advantage of the labouring 
community, how far this declaration is borne out by the fuets, 1 will leave my fellow- 
workmen to determine. One thing, at léast, is certain, that the present rulers are 


aot over anxious for the people te legislate for themselves, this is obvious from the 
fact that 471 members are sent to the Imperiul Parliament by the votes of 742,293 in- 
habitants, out of a population of 17,905,831. From this it appears that only one per- 
son in twenty-four has a voice in the legislature of this country; and, what is still 
worse, the qualification which gives th:m a voice does not necessarily rest upon in- 
telligence, patriotism, and unswerving moral rectitude, but depends entirely upon 
the possession, by accident or otherwise, of a few ounces of silver and gold. The 
speeches fa Parliament, and especially those of Lord John Russell ; the evidence taken 
before the various select committees to enquire into the corruptions and bribery of 
voters, the effects of which have penetrated the sacred walls of the cabinet itself; the 
history of other great empires; all unite in a mighty phalanx to bear testimony to 
the dark deeds practised qualifications alone. But, however, in a few 
months after the committee has consigned its labours to the protection of the Blue- 
book, Sir George Grey and the Hon. W. Cowper brought a biil before the House of 
Commons, the purport of which was to amend the law for the inspection of coal 
minesin Great Britain. I have notbing at present to say in objection to the various 
clauses of this bill, which has been laid before Parliament for its discussion and de- 
cision, but I must confess my inability to believe that the concentrated wisdom, 
knowledge, and experience of nearly 30,000,000 are represented in the House of Com- 
mons. Hence measures of this kind are pushed through the various stages without 
eliciting from the members much interest, or even consideration. It is to be feared 
that at no period in the history of this country did greater instability of council, feeble- 
ness of purpose, and profligate expenditure of the products of industry, exist than 
in the middle of the nineteenth century. For instance, the army in the Crimea last 
winter actually rotted for want of the necessaries of life; this winter it is rolling in 
abundance, drunkenness prevails, and the other day a poor private was flogged till 
he died because he happened to become a victim to the prevailing vice of inebriety. 
Horse-racing, and all the other amusements which tend to enfeeble and enervate an 
army, follow in the train of luxury, and it is to be hoped that the same consequences 
will be avoided which followed the luxury of Capua, that corrupted military virtue, 
and destroyed the hopes of the city of Carthage. The happy medium is avoided for 
the want of judgment and energy on the part of the executive, which appears not to 
eomprehend that poverty and great abundance are alike destructive in their conse- 
quences. During the time the bil! was passing through the ordeal and forms of the 
House of Commons, the miners’ deputation, representing the interests and hopes of 
200,000 men and their families, were at their post of duty in London, watching the 
eunning proceedings of the moneyed interests in reference to this bill. They traced 
its progress step by step with anxious solicitude, and used every possible expedient, 
by respectful representation and persuasion, to remove from it al! the obnoxious 
clauses, until it became the law of the lend. 

I will not, at present at least, refer to the mary insults and unmerited contumely 
to which the members of this deputation were subject in their intercourse with the 
insolence of office, and the proud, anyielding man of wealth and station—they, no 
doubt, can tell theirown tale. After a little discussion by several honourable mem- 
bers, who knew about as mach of collieries as the Colonial Office knows of the go- 
vernment of Australia, the Bill to Amend the Inspection of Coal Mines received the 
sanction of Parliament, and then powers were given to the Secretary of State to ap- 
point a certain number of inspectors—for what purpose? to watch and protect the 
lives and interests of the colliers from their great enemy, self-aggrandisement, on the 
part of theiremployers. The first questions which would naturally arise in the mind 
of aman ofcommon prudence, having the responsibility of making these important 
appointments would be, “* Who are the most fit and proper persons to manage their 
own affairs?” ‘* Whose affairs—that is, whose lives and interests have to be pro- 
tected by these Government appointments?” ‘These are questions the solutions of 
which present no difficulty to ordinary individuals, however much they may perplex 
the Home Secretary, the executive in Downing-street, Whitehall, Admiralty, and 
the Horse Guards. It appears to a casual observer that the members of this goodly 
group are moved to action by the influence of a most extraordinary logic, the predi- 
cate of which is in direct antagonism to the premises from which it flows. By-and- 
bye, examiners were appointed to adjudicate between the claimants for Government 
patronage; tothis no reasonable man can have the slightest objection, providing the 
examiners be men of scientific and practical pre-eminence, entirely free from clan- 
ism and ecroichets of their own creation, and having at heart the welfare of the col- 
liers, for whose especial benefit the appointments are professedly made. Some of the 
fortunate candidates were partially examined, and the others were treated with 
silent contempt. 

And here we must defer any further remarks to another communication, when 
something will be said on Government examiners in general, by referring those who 
are anxious to know the results of the examination, to a spirited leading article in 
the Mining Journal of Jan. 19. In the mean time, Fellow-workmen, do nothing 
rashly; think that, with prudence and calmness, there is nothing too difficult for 
you to accomplish. Do not attempt to “strike,” or act in any shape unconstitution- 
ally, as the silent determination of intelligence is more potent in its consequences 
than any sudden burst of eloquent declamation arising from the bitter reflection of 
continued wrongs and insults. I hope the educated coal miners, who were candi- 
dates for the appointment of inspectors, will send me all the information, addressed 
to the Editor of the Mining Journal, they are able respecting the examiners and exa- 
minations, with a view to make the results manifest to the public, and expose the 
jobbing proceedings of Mr. Hutchins and Mr. N. Wood.—Jan. 29. Coat Minzr.

compound, bat it only contains 24°5 per cent. gold, being 4 atoms of meroury to 1 of 
gold, while that formed without heat, of coarse powdered gold, which, strictly speak. 
ing, has never been held in solution, varies greatly in composition, yet frequentiy 
contains upwards of 50 per cent. gold,—the differenee being due to the mercury in 
the former having combined with everg atom of gold, while in the latter it only in- 
vests the larger particles, the inside of which remaia nearly intact. 

3. When it is necesxary to collect the amalgam from a machine, it should be care- 
fully freed from extraneous matter by a gentile stream of water, after which it may 
be strained and squeezed either ma leather or canvass bag. The amalgam—quick 
—now freed from superfluous mercury, should be flattened and put into a cast-iron 
retort—this apparatus is well made in the colopy—and luted with plaster of Paris, 
then gradually heated, nearly to redness, and kept at that heat for about an hour. 

ii the mercury that iv volatilised from the amalgam is easily collected by making 
the beak of the retort dip about in. under the surface of the water of the receiver. 
The retort being allowed to cool, the gold is easily taken out. It is possible to drive 
off the mereury so completely that the gold when melted shall lose only 0°68 per 
cent. in weight, but not unfrequently the loss in melting is upwards of 13 per cent. 
A light yellow colour, however, is an indication that the gold from the retort still 
contains much mereury, especially when the fineness is equal to 2314 carats. Some 
of the quartz-miners, instead of distilling off the quicksilver of their amalgam, sub- 
ject it to the action of nitric acid, but this acid does not separate the gold completely 
from the mercury, the loss in melting being always heavy, varying from 16 to 51 per 
cent.; hence this treatment, besides being very expensive and inconvenient, is, at 
the same time, quite useless. 

4. In many districts of the colony the gold-bearing quartz contains large quantities 
of sulphuret of iron, zine, lead, arsenic, antimony, bismuth, and copper, which foul, 
or, as it is commonly called, “ sicken” the mercury, and almost entirely prevent the 
formation of a proper lgam, These Pp Js were the chief cause of the fail- 
ure in London with the improved amalgamating machines. Neither is the extrac- 
tion more satisfactory if water be used instead of mercury. The only way of overcom- 
ing these difficulties is by roasting the quartz. A reverberatory furnace, if it were 
not so costly in the building, wouid be by far the best means of calcining the sulpha- 
rets of iron, copper, lead, &c. At the gold-fields, however, the kiln is the cheapest, 
and is an excelleut substitute, provided the quartz be broken into the smallest pieces 
compatible with a good draught of air. J either mode of roasting the sulphur is 
mdstly volatilised us sulphurous acid, while the fixed (except the precious) metals 
are oxydised, and the volatile escapes, partly, alone, oxydised, or as sulphurets; at 
the same time it must be admitted they do carry off a small portion of gold; but this 
is a trifling loss compared with the benefit that isderived. This process at all times 
must be carefully done, as itis a matter of great 
and to oxydise the baser metals, When it is attained the extraction of gold is com- 
paratively easy, and is even so much improved that some of the calcined crushed 
quartz now yields its gold by ry! washing in water. It is also found that the 
burnt quartz may now be crushed fully twice as fast as the unburnt, and the amalga- 
mation—provided heat be applied to the bottom of the pan—may be finished about 
five times faster than without heat. But if the amalgamation be attempted with 
some kinds of angers? roasted quartz there is frequently formed, in great abund- 
ance, simultaneously with an excessive loss of mercury, a peculiar amalgam, contain- 
ing almost nothing elsetban iron and mercury. When this is distilled, iron, instead 
of gold, remains in the retort, as a black spongy 
amalgamated is in such a minute state of division that its affinity for oxygen is in- 
tense, and if thrown aside carelessly may be the source of serious accidents from 
spontaneous combustion. 

5. An ample margin should be allowed for wear and tear of machinery, as it should 
be remembered that quartz is harder than iron, the former being 7, and the latter 
(malleable iron) only 4°5. At the gold mines of South America, where stamps have 
been in use for many years, it is found necessary, though made of the best iron, to 
replace the stamp-heads in less than six months. A similar deduction should be made 
here for all stamp-heads, balls, &c.; and the average power of an ordinary battery 
of six stamps to reduce to the usual finenees for amalgamating may be estimated at 
5 tons of unburnt quartz in the twelve hours. 

In concluding, I would beg to remark, generally, that recent experiments in Eng- 
land, with improved amalgamating machines, have certainly shown that gold exists 
there in some kinds of quartz in appreciable quantities. I am, however, inclined to 
believe that there would have been much more satisfactory results if experiments 
bad been made upon the burnt impure iron pyrites of the sulphuric acid manufacturer, 
—that substance, like the auriferoue pyrites of the Brazils, containing a variety 
of metals. In Cornwall, where iron pyrites abound, along with the tin and copper 
ores, little or no use is made of that mineral, whilst it should be quite the reverse, 
and, in truth, ought now to be in the county the germ of great chemical manufactories, 
—the mineral being there considered valueless, in precisely the same manner as was 
formerly the case with the yellow sulphuret of copper and iron, th now the value 
of copper from this very ore greatly exceeds that of tin, this metal being no longer 
the staple production of Cornwall. Such heedlessness might Mave passed without 
detriment some sixty years since, but now it is certain the time is not far distant when 
the “lighter tated” American or Frenchman 7 prove (t h too late for that 
great mineral district) that he can extract gold, silver, copper, c., from the gene- 
rally diffused sulphuret of iron, &c., and supply these colonies (if not ready to avail 
themselves of their mineral treasures), also other countries, with chemical products 
—just in the mode we now see accomplished 1n this market by the former competing, 
even from a gold country (California), in agricultural produce. As regards the com- 
peting power of France, it must advance too at an accelerated pace, when we find 
that the value of one of its mineral productions (iron) has more than doubled itself 
in eleven years, being 5,671,582/. in 1841, and 11,893,223/. in 1852. Now the value 
ofa mine of auriferous pyrites ought to be vastly more in Britain, at least, than in 
Brazils; for, supposing the mine previously mentioned were placed in the vicinity 
of the enterprising cities of Glasgow or Manchester, the chemical manufacturers 
there would probably first roast the ore per se, or perhaps mix it with other pyrites, 
converting its sulphur into sulphuric acid, by which process they might gain 150,000/. 
per annum, and by grinding the soft roasted ore with quicksilver, the loss of gold 
would not exceed 10, instead of 55 per cent., the gain would be thus 170,000/., to- 
gether 320,000/, per annum. But this is not all; for in amalgamating by the aid of 
heat, and using water to prevent the volatilisation of the mercury, the roasted ore is, 
at the same time, lixiviated, by which a pure solution of sulphate of manganese is 
obtained,—a salt much used in some styles of dyeing and calico-printing, while th 
finely-ground and elutriated oxide of iron is useful as a pigment. It is to be hoped, 
therefore, that the discovery of a mine of iron pyrites in Victoria will not be neg- 





lected, though it on'y contains a small quantity of gold. Such a mine, or even oneof 


sulphur, asin New Zealand, would be invaluable. It would enable sulphuric acid 


to be produced ata much cheaper rate than it can be imported for, by which, as a sure 


basis, Australia and the countless millions of India and China would be supplied eco- 
ically with many important chemical manufactures,

QUARTZ CRUSHING AND AMALGAMATION. 


Srn,—In Victoria, as in California, the process of extracting gold from its parent 
rock has now become an interest of great magnitude. Even at present, in this the 
younger gold country, it is well known that thousands of tons of quartz hav2 ave- 


raged at jeast 8ozs. gold per ton, and it is doubtiess also a low estimate that of the 
64,9730zs. of gold brought in the course of last week by escorts to Melbourne and 
Geeiong, there were not less than 2000 ozs, extracted from quartz, and sold either as 
dust or amalgamated gold; indeed, it may safely be affirmed that in many localities 
of Victoria the extraction of gold from auriferous rocks will be as oy and as per- 
manent an occupation as that of raising iron, eopper, or tin ores in the United King- 
dom. Still, notwithstanding the uncommon richness of this colony im its gold-bear- 
ing quartz veins, there have been some, if not many, failures in the attempt to make 
them profitable. Among the causes of non-success, one of the most common is the 
want of experience in amalgamating the precious metal; so much so, that it has 
lately been proposed to collect the gold from crushed quartz by washingin long toms, 
&c.; but this suggestion will certainly not answer, as careful comparative experi- 
ments in other countries have repeatedly proved that with water there is alwaysa 
large quantity floated away, and this loss increases enormously if the gold in the 

uartz be in a minute state of division, such as it is in the auriferous pyrites of the 
Brazile, In that ore the gold is so finely comminnuted that the particles, generally, 
cannot weigh the one five-hundredth of a grain, which makes it utteriy impossible 
to collect 50 per cent. of what is saved by mercury; and, despite the affinity of this 
metal for gold, the loss, even by amalgamation, when the pyrites are not roasted, is 
never less than 55 per cent. If we suppose fora t that the quicksilver could 
collect all the gold at no extra cost, such a mine as that at Morro Velho, Brazile, 
though the gold in that hard pyritic rock be only the one thirty-theusandth part 
(loz. 1& dwt.) per ton, still it would return its fortunate proprietors an annual pro- 
fit of 200,000/., instead of about 50,000/. I may state here that my own comparative 
ex periments prove that heat, friction, and the affinity of the mereury for gold save 
much more of the fine particles of the precious metal than by the most carefal treat- 
ment with water alone. Indeed, the superior efficacy of mercury seems to have been 
known from time immemorial. For ordinary gold quartz-veins, then, there is no 
process at present in common use so effectual as that by mercury. , therefore, 
to submit to those interested in quartz-crushing, &c., some memoranda on this sub- 
ject, founded chiefly on experience, in the hope of rendering {t more successful, and 
thus aid the development of the mineral wealth of this great country. 

1. It isessential to success, that the _— be visible in the quartz when broken to 
the size of a walnut, or after being reduced to powder and sifted ;—in either state 
the sma]! quantity of 1 oz. of gold to the ton of quartz is quite visible to the naked 
eye. A portion of it, when sifted, is frequently left upon a fine sieve ; it is, however, 
quite true that some ores of gold may contain, under very peculiar circumstances, as 
much as 1934 ozs. gold to the ton, and yet be quite invisible. I have found it so in 
an auriferous lead ore, and the red tin ore, from the Ovens—which is sometimes 
mistaken for rubies and garnets—contains (besides 77°28 per cent. tin per dry assay) 
at the rate of 8 ozs. gold per ton ; in both of these ores the gold is mineralised ; in the 
latter instance the colouring matter is due to the oxide of gold. Gold thus minera- 
lised has no affinity for mercury, neither can it be extracted by water. When in this 
state the most convenient way of separating it, for most purposes, is by reducing both 
ores to the metallic state, then either cupelling or parting them in an acid. have 
mentioned 1 oz. of gold per ton of rock, being convinced that in Victoria, where wages 
are so high, and not likely to fall lower for many years to come,—on the contrary, it 
the war wereover, probably to rise higher than they arenow,—thatit will not pay smal! 
parties of miners if the gold does not amount to the above quantity. They, for in- 
tance, if not owners of a crushing and amalgamating mill, have now to pay to the mil) 
owners, merely for crushing and extracting the gold, from 41. to 8/. per ton of rocks, 
this charge depending upon , and the efficiency of the means employed. 

2. Heat and friction accelerate the dissolving action of quicksilver. Even by heat 
alone the solvent power of mercury on gold is upwards of five times greater at 212° 
than at 60°. Itis necessary, therefore, in trying quartz from different reefs to make 
some allowance for difference of temperature ; as, for example, 1 1b. of mercury at 








212°, after passing through the leather bag, can hold in solution 42 ins of ; 
which is upwards of five times as much as it can hold in solution at 60°; Soke 
20 Ibs. of were put into a machine for a tonof auriferous quartz, and the

mereury heated to 212°, and filtered at that temperature, every 
whieh passed through the bag might hold in solution 42 grains of gold, equal to an 
apparent loss of 1 oz, 15dwts. gold per tonof quartz. At 90° Fabr. 15 grains gold per 
1b. remain in solution=124 dwts, gold in 20 iba. mercury; at 60° only 7°5 grains per 
lb.=64 dwts. gold. This difference of solubility of gold in mereury according to

He adds, there are several clever patents about to be 
laid before the public, &e. Now, Sir, what the public want is not more patents, how- 
ever clever, but a plain answer to the question, ** Which is the best and —— me- 
thod of crushing quartz, and extracting the gold?” If 50 per cent. be lost by u-ing 
stamps only, that will notdo, if, again, the third method requires 100,000/. to carry

sands, and lost them. 

These differences of opinion are somewhat cleared up by Mr. E. Hopkins’s letter, 
in your last Journal, whersin he removes some of the difficulties raised, still insisting 
that ‘‘ stamps” are the best. He makes no mention of any process of amalgamation, 
but says “50 per cent. is extracted in the first operation, and the remains are subject 
to repeated treatment, until the whole bulk is finally consumed.” s this mean 
that some smelting process is adopted with the “remains?” Would not this entail 
much labour and expense! and would not “amalgamation” be better? Yet he says 
‘the total cost will not exceed 9s. per ton of ore.” Let him prove this, and every 
company must adopt his plan. His estimate of cost differs widely from Mr. Clement's. 
Can Mr. Hopkins reduce the ore as fine by light stamps as the machines and mills 
ean do? and will such stamps last as long? This comparison between the two me- 
thods requires testing. 

I shall be happy if these comments prove the means of further discussion on this 
important question, for I am not actuated by mere curiosity, but by the wish of elicit- 
ing the truth; and having been credulous enough to adventure to some extent in two 
of the unfortunate Californian companies, I have at least an excuse for my curiosity. 
Of these companies onc is defunct, and all thecapital lost. Of the other, your Journal 
states that ‘additional stampers were erecting, alterations making in the machinery, 
more quartz raised, and they hoped to be at work shortly.” I sincerely hope they may.

GOLD-BEARING QUARTZ—BEST MACHINES FOR CRUSHING. 

Srm,—Your Journal of Jan. 19 contains proofs of the advantage of free discussion 
in the replies of three parties to my question on the above important subject, to each 
of whom I beg to return my sincere thanks. I will notice Mr. Hopkina’s letter first, 


and must be allowed to remark it was far from my intention to cast any reflection 
on that gentleman for clinging to his theory, that quartz lodes do not bear gold in 
depth, but I maintain that, as far as the few proofs (and they are but few) we have 
of these lodes, they are in favour of the opposite conclusion, and that the lodes are as 
rich, if not richer, downwards, The Rocky Bar Company, in Grass Valley, are down 
190 ft., and their quartz, which was worth $20 to §30 per ton at surface, is now worth 
880 to $100 in their deep level. Their agent reports—‘“ I have found the ledge gra- 
dually increase in richness and thiek as it d ds. The rock from the main 
drifts pays about $80 per ton. portions over $100, and I have satisfied myself it is 
richer as it d ds, but diminishes in value as we ascend to the level of the old work- 
ings, where it is only worth 820 per ton.” The Anglo-Californian Company have 
raised over 1000 tons; they are down 80 or 90 ft., and have proved their rock de- 
cidedly the richest in the lowest drift. 

Again, at the Marble Springs Mine, referred to by Mr. Clement, they are down 
100 ft., with their lode continuing as rich, or more so, These are the instances I re-

GOLD-BEARING QUARTZ, AND THE BEST KNOWN SYSTEM 
OF CRUSHING AND EXTRACTING THE GOLD. 


Srrx,—I find by your Journal of the 26th inst., that Mr. Evan Hopkins has expressed 
his opinion on the letters sent you in answer to an “ Old Californian Gold Miner’s ” 
wish, that some of us who had been accustomed to such matters would favour him by 
stating which was the best machine in our opinions for crushing and amalgamating 
gold-bearing quartz, and is calcining (an expensive operation) absolutely necessary. 

Mr. Hopkins, in his answer, merely says that stamps are the most efficient means, 
Thi, no doubt, puzzied the ** Old Californian Gold Miner,” as he must have seen 
them tried, with shaking tables attached, as I have, in innumerable situations in Cali. 
fornia, and no god done by them till launders, lined with blanketing, were added, or 

, alias tah , alias ** townies,”’ called the latter by those who do not un. 
derstand Spanish. The arrastra is the same sort of mill that is in use in Eng!and for 
grinding sulphate of barytes for commercia! purposes, one of which is that of adul. 
teration of white lead with the ground barytes ; this necessitates fine grinding. 

I must, however, not occupy too much of your valuable space, and will come at 
once to the principal point of discussion—viz., the showing where Mr. Evan Hopkins 
isin error. He says he cannot see the necessity of such a large sum as 100,000/. to 
prove the merits of a gold mine, &s., thereby implying that I intended such, or he 
would lead parties to suppose so. We were never asked this question. Had I been, 
I should have said, the expenses would be according to the amount of w; and value 
of material, &c., in the country where the mines to be inspected with regard to their 
merits are situated. If, for instance, in New Granada, less than in Chili or Peru, and 
8 to8!6 times more in California or Australia than in England, 8'4 times more than 
New Granada, and 8 times more than Chili or Peru may also be reckoned as fair in 
mining operations. The 100,000/. I stated as required was for the establishment of 
an efficient reduction works, wherein to reduce 50 tons of hard white quartz per 10 
hours (a day’s work), with all its requirements, such as houses for workmen and 
agents, stores, stables, offices, nanny oftoen with smelting and distilling of mercury 

partments. Mr. Evan indly gives the amount that hespent at Marmato, 
in building mills to reduce tons per month, as 15,000. Now, the country hedid 
this in has operatives whose wages are 8 to 84 times cheaper than in California or 
Australia, as I have stated before; therefore, in either of these countries he would 
have spent 127,400/., and I am willing to allow that he would spend, perhaps, 1000/. 
less at Marmato now than he didin 1834-35-36; he knows well the errors he committed 
there, and would avoid them at this date, as every one would do in such cases, Then, 
again, the class of stuff he had to reduce to a fine powder is of a very different nature 
from that of California or Australia. 

In these latter countries the gold-bearing quartz holds very little nea _ from 
1 to 1'6 per cent., as shown in my paper published in your Journal of March 24, 1855 ; 
and I am informed by a client who has interests in a quartz reef in Australia, that the 

uartz is of the same nature there, and the report given by the Peel River Company 

uring the last few days proves the assertion, whereas that of Marmato, where Mr. 
Evan Hopkins established bis stamping mitls and only obtained 50 per cent. of the 
produce by his first process, has, I understand, much more pyrites, amounting to 30 
or many more per cent.; such stuff permits, from its soft , a large ber of tons 
to be reduced per day, and if caleined previous to stamping easier still to do more. 
At present there are no such ores in California or Australia, as the furnace and de- 
sulpburising tanks that the engineer of the Agua Fria Company built at Grass Valley, 
California, serve to prove, as a sufficient fev of pyriteous ores have not been 
found up to the present time, although geological inferences were in favour of such 
being the case, and I own to having believed the same, that the lodes would produce 
them in depth; but to the greatest depth I saw large lodes opened in California there 
was no quantity of pyrites that warranted anything more than a speculative calcu- 
lation on the subject of their being abundant in auriferous pyrites at a future period. 

Till some of the patent processes are brought into commercially paying systems for 
reducing hard white quartz with 1 y per cent. of pyrites, and even up to 30 per cent., 
I believe there is nothing better than Cornish crushers for ——_— the ore to the 
size that will pass through a sieve with six to eight holes per linear inch; then, ac- 
cording to circumstances, a with launders, &c., or the arrastra, where stone is 
procurable of a proper quality, cheaper than cast or wrought-iron mills, either Wright’s 
or Bursill’s, or even others, either of them according to their price and facility of re- 
novation of the points that wear out after grinding for some months; these must be 
had recourse to, to fine grind the gold-bearing quartz, with quicksilver to absorb the 
gold. In Mexico, 3 to 4 ozs. per ton is lost by a similar process to the one I have re- 
commended. The freights to California are 3/, 10s, per ton; river freights, 11. 5s. ; 
to which must be added 12/. 10s, freights of inland carriaye to 90 miles of distance be- 
yond that more ; and we must not forget the duties and two commission agencies 
which have to be paid, The masonry of the buildings will cost at least 8s, 3d. per 
eubic foot, if stone is proeurable of tolerable size ; carpentry and wood work about 
2s. per superficial foot ; excavations, 6s. to 8s, per cubie yard, if in micaceous slate 
formation, or more if in harder rock ; and these prices are, I find, the same in Cali.

MINING DISTRICT WEST AND NORTH FROM CARNMARTH. 


Sirx,—In my article, published in your Journal of Jan. 12, I described the district 
to the east and south of Carnmarth Hill. I will now refer to the mining ground 
north and west of that hill, conneeting a few mines in my progress; perhaps a little 
north-easterly of the summit from Carnmarth and Cal Downs on the north to Gram- 
bler, and (say) to Redruth Highway. In drawing a line from Carnmarth over the 
bigh und i have named, which isa little tortuous, first, on the north-east side, 
there is the Cathedral Mine, which has been worked three times within my recol- 
lection to a great loss—I may say, produced but little tin or copper. Thenextin this 
parallel is Grambler, then ea! Cupid, both occasionally holding out great promises, 
and returning some tin and copper, which are “stocking” mines. Carrying 
this line on to Redruth Highway, and the shallow adit even still further northwards, 
there has not been a rich mive in this parallel, but there have been many “ slocking ’” 
mines—that is to say, ones are found at times, but nothing lasting. To the 
west of this summit and line of high ground described, so far as the tarnpike road, 
leading from Comford to Redruth, there have been continued trials made for the last 
years, without any good results. In continuing this line from Redruth to Port- 
reath, on the eastern side of this line, there has not been amine that has paid its way, 
with the exception of Wheal Montague. From the suthern extremity of this line— 
viz., from Comford to Redruth—and even on the north to Bridges, on the road to 
Portreath, there isa very productive parallel of rich mines. I will commence with 
Tresavean, the most southerly of this parallel, and is ina granite formation; west 
on this lode is Wheal Brewer and Trethellan. The next mines north on this 
are Comford and Carvannall ; these mines have not been profitable to the 
so far. Bell and Lanarth next follews, which is on lel lodes, We hav 
Penstrutbal on a parallel lode, which has produced great riches. The old 
Buller and Wheal Beauchamp next follow ; then comes Clijah and Wentworthon 
same parallel; the lodes are numerous and orey, and it will be strange to me if 
mine does not turn out a good one at a greater depth, when some of t 
form a junction, which is likely to tein another 20 or 30 fma. . 
Buckets Mine and Wheal Union are in ground 
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is the most northerly of the rich mines on this parallel. Within this range there are 
several pieces of ground not yet proved, which at some future day may prove as rich 
as the best mines that have already been laid open. 

I have not time this week to enter more fully into this interesting subject respect- 
ing these, which I call facte—viz., productive, non- uctive, moderately rich, and 
very rich parallels, I wrote three articles on this subject in December, and this is 
the third one I have written during this month. My object in doing so is to point out 
to the out-udventurers the folly there is in so many r written by projectors of 
such and such a new mine, being on the same rich as some other mine, which 
may be 10 miles from the one that they are endeavouring to bring out, and sell if they 
can to the public.

CORNISH ENGINES v. NON-CONDENSING ENGINES. 
S1x,—I have no wish to uphold any system which may not be essentially the best 


* and true, and if a “‘Cornishman” intends to apply to me the sense of the opening 


passage of his letter, he may now learn that it is without force. But I do think that 


this would-be ‘‘ Cornishman” would have done himself more credit had he answered 
my requests, and placed some comparative data before the public, so that they might 
have judged of the economical efficiency of the high-pressure over the Cornish con- 
densing-engine, instead of making statements which, if he be an engineer of any 
practical intelligence, he must kuow to be either incorrect or unfair to the question 
which he has raised. Whether or not the Cornish engine has attained to its highest 
economy need not be enquired ; the best engines have performed, by Lean’s method 
of reporing, 100,000,000, and it was cited in the late report of Wheal Vor that the 
100-inch cylinder-engine was giving a duty equal to 105,000,000, There is, however, 
a point of excellence which the human mind cannot surpass —it cannot alter the laws, 
or modify the conditions of Nature. 

Had **Cornishman” well conversant with the gradual decline of engine re- 
porting in Cornwall, he ought to have avoided any defective observation, Lean’s 
Engine Reporter scarcely notes one-third the number of engines that it did 18 years 
ago, and those which are reported are te ps A worn engines, But what says Brown’s 
reports :—Why, that the average duty of his engines is equal to about 60,000,000 per 
94 lbs. of coal, Of course, ‘‘ Cornishman” will say that the two systems of reporting 
are different: I know it is, and so most likely is the method employed by the Royal 
Agricultural Society for determining the duty of end examined by them. 

When “ Cornishman” urges the excellency of high-pressure engines, he ought not 
to Ce po to give the data by which he determines it. This might be placed in a pa- 
ralle ition with Wheal Vor engine and its performance, so as to show, at a glance, 
the relative difference and meritsof each of them. As tothe first cost of en-geenese 
engines, as compared with the Cornish engine, that question has mo bearing in dis- 
cussing the economical working performance of either, although it is, undoubtedly, 
a subject which, apart from this, deserves much more eration than it has re- 
ceived, And now for the thrust direct which ‘‘ A Cornishman” attempts to give. 
What is my text? See Mining Journal, p. 3, “* Cornisiman’s” letter :—‘ But I will 
lay before your readers a couple of facts. I have, under my superintendence, two 
engines doing equal work—one a condensing-engine, the other a high-pressure, short- 
stroke engine. The condensing-engine very fairly represents its class, and the high- 
pressure-engine, though not perfect (!) combines inany good qualities—the first con- 
sumes 35 cwts. of coals per a and the other only 15 ewts.” If both engines are 
doing equal work, and the con nacgneee a fair representative of its class, con- 
suming 35 ewts. of coal against 15, if I may believe myself, the difference in coal 
consumed is as 100 to 233; and, therefore, if Wheal Vor engine is doing 100,000,000, 
it should poche, on “ Cornishman’s” high-pressure reasoning, 233,000,000 ! 

Where is my want of truth? ‘Cornishman,” if he is any engineer, knows better 
than he writes; if he does not, and is too wise to learn, then he had better not occupy 
space in ap Journal, for no one valuing their time and truth will find any benefit or 
interest in noticing him.— London, Jan. 31.

CORNISH ENGINEERING, 

Sir,—I believe I am correct in stating that an engine constructed on the principle 
of the Cornish pumping-engine is generally considered to be capable of doing a given 
quantity of work, with a smaller amount of fuel, than engines constructed on any 
other principle; for where such an amount of money is annually expended in fuel, for 
the working of engines, as there is in Cornwall, it Soames a matter of considerable 
importance to have these engines constructed so as to work as economically as pos- 
sible. But your correspondent, ‘‘ A Cornishman,” would make us believe that he 
knows of a “ short-stroke, high-pressure, non-condensing engine,” now working, and 
doing a higher duty than the Cornish pumping-engine. I hope such may be the case; 
and if so, “ A Cornishman” should not be afraid nor ashamed to let us know where 
it may be seen; and, for the benefit of the public, he should no longer keep it a mys- 
tery. I, for one, should not think my time thrown away in travelling even 400 miles 
to see it, if, by doing 80, I could learn anything, so as to effeet a saving in the work- 
ing of the Cornish engine. I would, however, remind ‘A Cornishman” that he 
should not take 50,000,000 as the duty of a Cornish engine, for there are engines now 
working in Cornwall, and doing a duty of 110,000,000. I doubt very much whether 
** A Cornishman” can show me a short-stroke non-condensing engine doing a duty

MINERAL INDUSTRY OF SPAIN. 
COPPER MINES IN SPAIN—LA VIRGEN DE GRACIA, 


Srr,—Up to the present period Spain has been recklessly extravagant in dealing 
with her mineral riches, but the time is fast approaching when competition, and the 
wonderfal discoveries of foreigners, will make her look more carefully into the eco- 
nomising and improvement of her resources. In the course of a few years, however, 
metalliferous industry has considerably increased, in spite of the obstacles presented 
by Nature and men. The successful results obtained by the Mining Society, formed 
for peed pn a = of working the rich silver mines of Hiendelaencina, have greatly con- 
tributed to raise the spirits of miners. If a strict impartiality should, however, be 
observed, [ must confess that this success is principally owing to the intelligent and 
well-maintained assistance of an English conpany tie Raquel), which established 
the smelting establishment called La Constante. ith this powerful protector, the 
shareholders of that mineral district have been abundantly indemnified for their ex- 
penses, and their efforts crowned with the most brilliant success, 

Unfortunately, this is not the case with other mining companies, the greatest part 
of them having been | rly unable to continue their works—not from any poverty 
in the mineral deposits of the country, or want of entérprise and liberality in the 
shareholders, but from mismanagent, and want of intell t engineers, who could 
smejt the ores, It is much to be deplored that other British companies, induced by 
the large benefits which have been obtained lately by La Constante, have not ceter- 
mined to employ their capital and industry in the extraction of the immense mineral 
wealth with which Nature has so lavishly favoured us. Mining companies have 
cg their hopes in the societies and bankers who are actually endeavouring to esta- 

lish themselves in Spain, but I think that for the present we more particularly want 
acientific men of practical skillin working, raising, smelting, and dressing the ores. 

In the neighbourhood of Cordova, there is a most wealthy district in silver and 
copper ores; and it was attempted to raise, on a large plan, an association, not only 
for the purpose of working the ores of the mine called Nuestra Senora de Gracia, but 
of all the other mines of the same district. Unfortunately, the experiments tried in 
the reverberatory furnaces have been attended with failure. This has led to disap- 
pointment and distrust, and although the vein can be traced for miles and leagues, 
yet without good engineers these treasures are bound to remain undiscovered. I 
consider, therefore, that this is a bona fide enterprise, and one of considerable pro- 
mise to any capitalist, or company of foreigners, who would undertake the extraction 
of the silver and copper ores of the district of Hoyo, near Cordova.

Dr. COLLYER AT FORT BOWEN MINE, NEW GRANADA. 
i (THE INTERCEPTED LETTER:) 


Sir,—Having made all the necessary preparations for the voyage of exploration up 
the Palmillo River, at Escrebanos—such as having at our disposition the largest 
and best canoe in this part of the country, laying in a plentiful supply of provisions, 
and the necessary mining implements—we started from Escrebanos, which, as your 
readers have been already informed, is a small collection of huts, on the open coast, 
about one mile from the mouth of the River Belen. Our party consisted of Mr. Alex- 
ander, Mr. Meig, Mr. Costigan, myself, and four stout natives to paddle the canoe. 
Our voyage along the coast was not marked by any feature of particular interest, 
except that, on looking over the sides of our | craft, shoals of every description of 
fish were to be seen, After about two hours, we arrived off the mouth of the Pal- 
millo River, a distance of five miles—where exists a bar—these are extremely dan- 
gerous of navigation, as, without great dexterity in the guid of the hel . 
the chances are that the rollers upset the canoe. To give an idea of the perils attendant 
on this mode of conveyance, the Fort Bowen Company have had no less than four 
persons in their employ drowned within the last year, 

This company possessed, until lately, a capital sloop of about 8 tons, which was safe 
and every way seaworthy; but some three weeks before my arrival at the mine, Mr. 
Tate refused to allow the captain the price of a new rudder, in place of the one he had 
lost in going over the bar of the Belen River. Every one knows that captains are not 
responsible for the dangers of the sea, and all losses are sustained by the owners; 
still, the captain being forced to pay the damage, resigned hiscommand. The person 
next placed in command was entirely ignorant of navigation—so much so, as to take 
the sloop to sea without ballast. The consequence was that, after having been out 
a few hours, a squall of wind capsised her, and she was lost, on which occasion one 
of the crew was drowned, the rest saving themselves on pieces of wood, and, after 
being in the sea five and six hours, managed to get ashore some 20 miles up the coast. 
Such is one ple of the judg t exercised in the management of the affairs of 
this mine—the Fort Bowen. The consequence has been that all persons, for the fu- 
ture, have their lives jeopardised by the voyage in a canoe, 75 miles in the open ocean, 
from Colon to Escrebanos. . 

But to return to my narrative. Mr. Alexander having the command of the canoe, 
we got over the bar, one or two waves only rolling over the sides of our vessel. The 
scene which now presented itself was truly beautiful and romantic. The Palmillo 
River was completely shaded by high trees overlianging its banks on either side, pro- 
tecting us from the scorching effects of the sun’s rays. We ascended the river some 
two miles, when a sea-cow, or manati, was seen grazing on the bank—that is, one- 
third of the body of the anima! was out of the water. Had we had sufficient means 
of destruction with us, our guide would certainly have shot the creature, which, Iam 
informed, is most capital food; but, as it was, we allowed him to pursue his meal un- 
disturbed, Would that we had caught him; for the food at the mine being most in- 
digestible, sometimes eight or ten days without a biscuit, flour, or anything save that 
which would be more §t for an animal having the stomach of an ostrich, or the jaws 
of a shark, than for a human being to masticate and digest. This is cailed, by some, 
economy! After four hours’ exertion over numerous rapids up this circuitous and 
meandering stream, we arrived at the place of debarkation, our Indians, each having 
large knives, or macheties, something like acutlass, to cut the way for us through the 
under wood —in fine, the dense forests of New Granada are perfectly impassable if the 
road or path is not cut on each journey ; for the rapid growth of every species of plant 
soon obliterates every trace of what has been done a few months previous, 

Having arrived at the Palmillo Mine, I found that extensive workings had been 
done at some former period by the surface-washers for gold, who, it seems, had traced 
their ‘‘lead ” up to the spot, where a cutting has been made some 20 feet long, and 
10 indepth. The lode is only about 1 foot in width, mostly of felspathic flookan, and 
some 5 inches of quartz which indicated gold—in fact, small specs were to be seen. 
In the alluvial deposit, we found gold on every trial. In this particular I was not 
surprised, for, from the Atlantic to the Pacific, nowhere could a bucketful of the allu- 
vial be washed without finding gold. There are many difficulties against the Palmillo 
Mine ; it is next to impossible to transport machinery to work it; the river is not na- 
vigable more than three miles, only for canoes; and the vein is so small, that I alto- 
gether abandoned the idea of entertaining the proposition of my friend, Mr. Alexander, 
to take possession of the mine. I told him it would be impossible for me to recom- 
mend it to my friends in England with that confidence of success which would war- 
rant the investment of sufficient capital to work it; upon which he said, “ I have 
other mines, which we must visit to-morrow.” This agreed on, we now retraced our 
steps for the canoe. In this I met with several unpleasant accidents, such as falling 
over stumps, sliding downa precipice; but, with the exception of a few bruises, safely 
regained the canoe, which had been hauled high and dry. Here we made a hearty 
meal, and were soon again dragging our craft over the numerous rapids down the 
river. This, though not so tedious as the ascent, is still extremely wearisome. 

Having arrived at the mouth of the Palmillo River, we landed. Here is a good 
piece of cleared land, which Mr. Alexander uses for pasturage purposes. He has a 
dozen or more fine oxen, and I made arrangements to have one brought to the mine 
at Fort Bowen. While on shore here, a spectacle presented itself—a regiment, some 
200 yards in length, of very large red ants, each one carrying a leaf in its mouth, ten 
times larger than itself. One of our Indian boatmen informed me that only one of 
the ants came along without a leaf. There were sentinels placed every few yards, 
who would not allow the lazy ant to pass. To test the truth of this, I took away the 
leaf from one of the ants, and, sure enough, when he came to a particular spot, he was 
foreed back by the sentinel. Many people call this instinct, by which they pretend to 
diseard the idea that the lower class of animals do not exercise the faculty of reason. 
The animal kingdom abounds in numberless instances of the use of the reasoning 
faculties—perhaps in a low degree, but still having a direct relationship to cause 
and effect, 

Having left the Palmillo River, no difficulty existed in re-crossing the bar; for the 
current being with us, it was an affair of no moment. With a fair wind and a flow- 
ing sail, we were soon again at the hospitable domicile of Mr. Alexander, who quickly 
had a most sumptuous repast prepared. Our hammocks were soon in requisition, and 
each one of the party, with the exception of the Indians, were enjoying a recumbent 
smoke, and a social chat over the day’s exploits. 

Next day we determined to visit the Belen Mine, known as the Rompedo, or Re- 
ventada, by the alluvial washers. It was from this locality that Columbus and his 
brothers obtained so much gold, on their second voyage to America. We arrived at 
the mouth of the Belen River early in the morning. From this point there is pre- 
sented a magnificent view of Castle Chicu Mountain, some 18 miles distant. Itisthe 
loftiest peak in this vicinity, being 7600 feet above the sea, and furms one of the cen- 
tral chain of mountains which constitutes the Isthmus. The stratification runs nearly 
north 45° east, and is nearly vertical at the summit range, the angle gradually be- 
coming less towards the Atlantic and Pacifie coasts, where it ishorizontal. The geo- 
logical stratifications of the isthmus are—alluvial clay, porphyritic clay, felspathic 
clay, indurated clay, quartzose felspar, gneiss, gr schist, gr tone, horn- 
blende schist, hornblende, syenitic greenstone, syenite, basaltic lava, white quartz, 
and granite. 

The Belen River is really a noble stream, and for the first four miles is navigable 
for any sized craft. The point of difficulty is the bar at its mouth; here it is an im- 
pr ond to crosa, in anything like rough weather, inacanoe; and nocompany will 

efficient without an iron steamer of from 70 to 100 tons burden, with a small draught 
of water. Such a one would render all other obstacles a mere hine, and the 
Fort Bowen, and other mines in its vicinity, could be worked to any extent with great 
facility. Even as at present, the locality is much more accessible than is the case in 
99 gold mines out of 100, The failure to extract large amounts of gold has not de- 
pended on any natural obstacle in this locality, but from ignorance of the mode of 
extraction of the precious metal, and the most gross. mismanagement, which even at 
this moment is not much improved. After the date of Mr. Ram’s departure, the 
visible gold was struck—so much so, that the persons then at the mine obtained more 
than 50 lbs. weight of pure gold, which was ran into the form of bullets. This was 
six weeks before Mr. Tate’s arrival, and more than two months before Mr. Tregoning 
came to the mine—so that there was not much difficulty in saving some gold with the 
blankets, which were actually yellow after a few hours work. I am ype! T= 
suaded that at least two-thirds of the gold is now being lost, and, in all probability, 
not one-quarter will ever arrive at the company’s office in London. The mercury I 
used with my amalgamator was entirely free from any trace of gold. This I took 
especial care to ascertain ; still, after 12 hours’ work, on not more than one-half of 
the tailings which were being thrown away, more than 2 ozs. of gold was saved— 
in fact, more than double the quantity that was being saved by that stupid mode of 
merely using the blankets. If the stuff were to be concentrated and amalgamated in 
the manner I have proposed, also allowing the refuse to pass through mercury, I 
would engage that not over 10 per cent. would be lost. If, also, proper calcination 
with chloride of sodium, then the facility of reduction would be res increased, 
and much more gold saved in less time. On this topic much could be said; but so 
long as old methods are resorted to, merely because they are old methods—and men 
will not be guided by the improvements in science—it will be of no use to attempt to 
remove the obstinate prejudices, jealousies, and wounded self-love. This is much to 
be deplored ; for, no matter what machinery is employed, if not under the guidance 
of brains—educated, intelligent brains—very little profit will accrue to the adven- 
turers. When men are so self-sufficient as to know everything, it is of no use to at- 
tempt to educate them. Instead of the Fort Bowen Company only receiving 65 ozs, 
of gold the other day, they ought to have received 200 ozs.; and had I had the ma- 
nagement of the extraction, that would have been the result. Of this fact I do not 
entertain the shadow of a doubt. 

I also most unhesitatingly pronounce this region of country to be, geologically, the 

richest in the world. Imagine the violent contortions, distortions, eruptions, and 
disruptions of the narrow strip of land which constitutes the isthmus, cramped up, 
as it were, between two vast continents, at a remote period of this planet’s existence 
—twisting, writhing in cgnvulsive movement, like the dying agonies of a huge snake, 
Tt seems as if the backbone of the mighty mountain chain of Andes, commencing at 
the extreme end of South America, at Patagonia, and ending in the rocky mountains 
and Sierra Nevada of Oregon, in North America, had been broken twice on the isthmus. 
One of these violent commotions of Nature took place in this region, the other at 
Nicaragua. Let any one cast his eye on the map, and it will be irresistably forced 
on his mind that no part of the earth pee so remarkable a position, geographically 
—it is equally true geologically. All the essential conditions are present—a purely 
voleanic structure—the rocks are all metamorphic on the surface. It only requires 
energy, combined with science and practical skill, to prove the inexhaustible quan- 
tities of gold which here abound. It must be remembered that this country, of which 
I ee treating, has remained unexplored until this day.

What is much wanted 
is that the subscribers should be informed by a public auditor how many shares are 
paid on, This is of more importance than the above Act. Some exceilent ideas are 
now being spoilt, from having to be carried out by notorious adventurers and needy 
lawyers: 40,000/. to 50,0007, is the sum generally asked for in every description of 
company.

CAPT. NORTON, AND HIS INVENTIONS, 


Srr,—The following is the petition to the Queen, alluded to in your Journal of 
Dec. 8, under the heading, ** It is the System.”—Jan. 29, Joun Norton.

MAY IT PLEASE YouR Masusty,—Memorialist begs leave most respectfully to submit 
to your Majesty’s gracious consideration the following facts :— 

That momorialiot has served your Majesty’s Royal Predecessors in the ranks of the 
British Army in various parts of your Majesty’s dominions for nearly a quarter of 
a century. 

That momertaliet has shared the sufferings and participated in the glories of the 
most important campaigns in the Spanish Peninsula, for which memorialist has been 
honored by your Majesty with a medal and six clasps. 

The memorialist’s brother, Captain Brett Norton, of the 63rd Regiment, having 
purchased all his commissions, fell a victim to the —— fever, in the island of 
Barbadoes, at the early age of 23, by which calamity the purchase money was lost to 
his family ; and that another brother, Captain Fletcher Norton, of the 18th Madras 
Native Infantry, died at Cannanore in the East Indies, after a continuous service of 
19 years in that debilitating climate. 

That the chance explosion of the French ammunition wagons at the celebrated 
battle of Busaco, in 1810, by a shot or shell fired from the battery of Major Victor Von 
Arentschild, impressed memorialist with the importance of a projectile that conld 
be made to produce with certainty such results, and after the conclusion of the war, 
namely in 1823; memorialist taking the idea from the expanding tubular arrow used 
by the Malays and natives of South India, invented an elongated expanding rifle shot 
and shell, identical in principle with the present so-called Mini? ball, 

That in the year 1826, memorialist submitted this invention to the Select Com- 
mittee on fire arms, at Woolwich, by whom it was rejected as inapplicable to your 
Majesty’s service. 

That in 1833, memorialist presented to the United Service Institution his elongated 
expanding shell and shot, which presentation was duly recorded in the Mechanics’ 
Magazine of the same year. 

That this and other elongated projectiles invented by memorialist, and the con- 
struction of which involved considerable sacrifices of time, labour, and pecuniary 
outlay, have been succesfally teste:! in the presence of your Majesty and Prince Albert, 
the late lamented Queen Dowager, His Royal Highness the present Duke of Cambridge, 
Earl Howe, and other high personages, to te apparent surprise and satisfaction of 
the distinguished spectators, 

Tbat the great superiority of memorialist’s shot and shells over the ordinary 
spherical bail, as well in penetration and precision as extent of range, has been 
witnessed and admitted by the most competent judges, amongst whom may be men- 
| tioned, the Earl of Orkney, Colonel Hall (ist Life Guards), Capt. Chads, R.N., Dr. 
| Gilborne (Royal Artillery), J.C. Hannington, Esq., Dublin, and numerous others, 

That Warner’s “ invisible shell” and “ long range” are mere imitations of 
| memorialist’s percussion shell and hand grenade, charged with fulminating mercury. 

That during the present National Exhibition of Ireland, in Cork, where specimens 
| of memorialist’s invention were exhibited, and further experiments instituted, the 
| Executive Committee of the Exhibition considered the detail of the results obtained 
{ from the trial of these projectiles of sufficient importance to form an appendix to 
| a lecture upon fire arms, delivered by Colonel Chesney, of the Royal Artillery, to

That the French reputed inventor of this ball (Captain Minié) has, according to 
announcements in the public papers, been handsomely rewarded by the Government 
of his country, while memorialist, the real inventor of the projectile on which the 
French missle is founded, has not only been unnoticed, but, in the strongest sense of 
ee expression, discouraged and discountenanced by the military authorities of your 

ajesty. 

Memorialist, therefore, respectfully submits to your Majesty his just claim to the 
consideration of your Majesty’s Government. He is desirous that his projectiles 
should undergo the severest trials that may be deemed requisite to test their effi- 
ciency; and having clearly established the priority of his invention as regards the 
Minié ball, looks with confidence to that Royal recognition which has never been 
withheld from a deserving subject. And memorialist, asin duty bound, will ever pray.

The Cuarrman said he must add that a note was appended to these accounts, by 
Mr. Wilkinson, which stated that of the 10,734/. 33. 1ld. for labour cost, the sum of 
6431/. Os. Lid. nad been expended on capital account, being for new leata, reservoirs, 
dressing-floors, a new water-wheel, and for laying open the mine in parts which 
have not yet been worked.

GentLemen,—On my return from Rotterdam, last night, I found the enclosed letter 
from our continental avocat, awaiting my arrival. You will have learned by my letters 
from Cologne and Bonn, that on the 22d inst. Mr. Neissen started from the former place 
for Seigen, while [ returned to Brussels, and proceeded thence to Rotterdam to commu. 
nicate with Mr. Rueb and our Dutch shareholders, among whom there is, I am happy 
to say, the most cordial unanimity of feeling ; and whose sole anxiety seems to be to pay 
up at once the rateable contribution on their shares, and enable us to prosecute our 
oper: with energy and vigour. Great disapprobation was, however, expressed at 
what to them appears the unnecessary and vexatious adjournment of our meeting on

I was convinced that we could only 
raise funds by a rateable contribution, and I was confirmed in this impression by the sur- 
Prise ex by the Prussian authorities at our consenting to adjourn the meeting, in- 
stead of at once proceeding to the measures the laws provided for raising the funds re- 
quired under our circumstances. We have, however, yielded to the wishes of the mino- 
rity as far as we could do consistently with our duty to our co-proprietors. We must 
now with firmness to protect their interests, by at once calling for the contribu- 
tion; and as to any legal proceedings, we can ealmly and most confidently await the 
issue of any steps that may be taken against us.—-J. G. W.Cuaris: Brussels, Jan. 25. 

Mr. Kemeutav wished to know whether, if 4s. per share were subscribed, it would 
be sufficient to put the mines in a good condition? He would give the directors credit

In placing before the shareholders their half-yearly report, the directors beg to re- 
mark that the mining operations mainly carried forward during the past six months 
have been works of a progressive nature, such as making shafts, rather than those of 
a kind adapted to explore the veins of the mines to develop their value, and the board, 
condensing the details of the advices received from Guanaxuato, proceed to make a 
general statement of the several uncertakings. 

Jesus Maria y¥ Josx.—The new shaft had obtained a depth in the month of June 
of 56varas. In June the frente or level of San Juan had been resumed, and 8 varas 
driven in it. The lode was from 8 to 9 varas broad, with ore against the upper wall, 
and occasional stones in the main body, about 50 cargas being extracted. In the 
neighbouring mine of Villarino, at a distance of 60 varas from the dividing line be- 
tween the two mines, ore of a very rich description was cut, which promised to be 
abundant. It was some 60 varas deeper than our lowest point in Jesus Maria, which, 
allowing for the difference in surface level, was in reality only about 20 varas. This 
discovery is important and interesting to the proprietors of this company, as it leads 
to the hope that the vein in our own territory may be found equally valuable when 
the completion of the new shuft may enable explorations to be made at a greater 
depth.

The Cuairman said the remarks which he should make would be little more than 
a summary of thecontents of thisreport. Indeed, thereport itself contained nothing, 
that he was aware of, which was not from time to time placed in the proprietors Foom, 
and which was not, therefore, as much within the knowledge of those proprictors 
who visited the office as it was within the knowledge of the directors. In that con- 
cern there had, from the first, been no secrets or concealments ; and were wi? case 
otherwise he did not think the present directors would like to beengaged init. (Hear, 
hear.) He would now state what was the actual financial condition of the concern, 
so far as the directors were acquainted with it at thepresent moment. The — 
had requested the commissioners to send them an approximate estimate of the value 
of the ores under reduction which had been collected and paid for up to the latest pe- 
riod.

A Proprteror enquired whetber that sum was exclusive of the 5000/. which ha 
been drawn? " . 
The CuarrMan said, including the 5000/. which had been drawn for operations 1m 
Mexico, there was, as the directorshad reason to believe from information which they 
bad received that morning, a sum of $29,624. They had proceeded at the shaft, which 
was the most important feature of the undertaking, 115 varas in depth, and as they 
contemplated going 278 varas, there remain, of course, 163 varas yet to be completed. 
It had been calculated by their functionaries in Mexico that it would take another year 
from February to complete this shaft; but it by no means followed that they would 
not, in their progress, drive into some rich oree, which would assist in meeting the 
expense that would be incurred in the execution of the work. If the calculation of 
the directors were correct, about 8000/, sterling was the utmost expenditure that 
would now be required to complete the shaft. The sinking of this shaft was, in point 
of fact, the experiment on which the concern depended. If this failed them, there 
would still remain the Trinidad Mine, the Mine of Aldana, and the debt due to the 
company from the Mine of Rayas, and some otber things, but there would be nothing 
else clearly and manifestly of great importance for them to depend upon : 8000’. more 
would have to be expended on the mine to which he had referred. To meet this they 
had, as he had already stated, a sum of little leas than 830,000 in Mexico.

Perhaps he could not bring that 
subject ina better shape before the proprietors than by reading to them acopy of Ma~ 
jor Farrell’s letter, which the directors had received that morning, to Mr. Letsom, 
the chargé d’affaires of England at the Court of Mexico. It was dated the 18th Dec., 
and was as follows— 


“*Siz,—The present appearance of a more settled Government, and the fact of your 
enquiry into well-founded complaints of British subjects as to wrongs inflicted, or redress 
refused to them by the Mexican Government, induce me to address you again on the 
subject of the San Acasio claim. The particulars of the spoilation and wrong first in- 
flicted upon the United Mexican Mining Association in the year 1833, the tardy acknow~- 
ledgment of this wrong by the Mexican authorities, and, when no longer able to deny it, 
the further delay in affording reparation, are matters chronicled in the archieves of the 
British legation, and show time and money consumed, with patience all but exhausted, 
during a period of 20 years. About the expiration of that time—viz., in December,1852, 
the Mexican Government, at length acted upon by the repeated applications and remon- 
strances of the British Minister, Mr. Doyle ; and, as it were, awakened to the enormity 
of its neglect, and to the injury thus inflicted, together with the fact that the claim, from 
the interest on the money, and from the expenses accrning was still increasing, did agree 
to pay a moiety of the claim, which amounted to $369,162, which moiety (to be in ace 
quittance of the whole) was stipulated to be $ 180,000, to be regularly paid by an as- 
signment of a proportion of the dues arising from the export of specie, which miglit be 
shipped by certain houses (specified) at the ports of Vera Cruz and Tampico. For some 
time this arrang was plied with, and that, during the administration of tie 
late president Santa Anna, but for the last 10 months the payments have been interrupted, 
and $53,504, with interest as agreed upon, remains due, and I earnestly hope that you 
will take such steps as you may consider most fitting the occ:sion, to insure a resumption 
of payments for the liquidation of the sum above mentioned.” 

So that there was a debt of $53,000 ow to them by the Mexican Government, 
under the circumstances which were stated ; and when it was considered that this 

t was hat less than half what they had a claim upon that Government 
for, and that it was positively stipulated that it should be paid out of the specie which 
was exported, it must be perceived that they had a strong claim upon the Mexican 
Government, to be paid as soon as there should be a Government having the power of 
paying anything.

The opera tions 
have not yet been commenced with spirit, because, in the first place, the leases have 
only recently been legally assigned ; and in the next, it would not have been econo- 
mical or prudent to have commenced extensive surface operations during the short 
days and bad weather of the winter months, when the prices paid for the work done 
would have been at least a third higher than by deferring a little, The parties con- 
cerned have, however, not been idie, as they have purchased an excellent 50-in, 
steam-engine, together with about 50 fathoms of pitwork, shears, capstan, capstan- 
rope, chain, iron, &c., and a large quantity of other materials, all almost new, for the 
sum of 1000/., and in a few months these may be expected to be at work on the 
mine, every preparation being now in progress for that purpose. With regard to the 
position and prospects, we take the following from Mr. Murchison’s book :— 

“ West Rosewarne is situate in the parish of Gwinear, Cornwall, and between the Old 
Relistian and the Rosewarne United Mines, and on the same lodes ; the former having 
made large returns and profits in a former working, and the latter being at present one 
of the best dividend mines in Cornwall.

If legitimately conducted, mining enterprise then can seldom involve 
the adventurer in that ruin which the alarmists paint and shadow forth, 
There may be instances where the gnomic genius deceives, but such con- 
stitute the exception ; and even those, when prudence lifts her lamp, be- 


come few and faint, and are scarcely to be apprehended by the common- 


sense portion of the public. The position of any really valuable industry 
in this commercial country has only to be fairly charted and defined, in 
order to be fairly appreciated : and it, therefore, in a great measure, remains 
with the mining body to command success. Nor is this remark to be taken 
as in the slightest way expressing a doubt of their matter-of-fact business 
determination to achieve this desideratum. Already have they given 
ample proofs that they have girded themselves for the good fight , nor are 
they unrecognised in the increasing confidence of the moneyed interest, 
nor unrequited in the remunerative success of mining operations. ~ 

In the total snerease of copper ores vended in 1855, over the preceding 
year, an augmentation of product, to the value of 66,963/. 5s. 6d., is a 
satisfactory proof there is no lack of yield to labour on an improved prin- 
ciple, Cornwall alone shows in her sale of ores, as compared with 1854, an 
increaseof 7691 tons, representing 70,595/. 17s, ld.; and the total estimated 


| value of the copper, tin, lead, and silver ores, raised in the United Kingdom 


in the year 1855, during a period of war, restricted markets, the very 
morbidness of moneyed caution, and an irrational distrust of mining, 
reaching at the minimum the startling standard of 3,500,000/.; as an old 
miner expressed himself, ‘fairly banks the mining interest of England.” 

It would be unjust to the young enterprise of our mineral districts to 
pass unnoticed the considerable accession of frst-paying dividend mines 
which has recently accrued to the dividend list, and equally so not to allude 
to the great jrise—a rise originating not in market finesse, or intrigue, 
but in the improved character of the mines themselves, which took place 
within the year in certain shares, the quotations in some stock having 
ranged from 100/. to 320/.; from 4/. to 9/. 10s.; from 230/. to 620/., &e ; 
and inthis can be perceived the growing tendency of speculation—a healthy 
action promoted by that confidence which well-regulated and systematised 
labour never fails to create. 

Having traced the way through these interesting and important facts 
to this conclusion, the question now suggests itself—whethor any other 
to the capitalist superior, or even 
equal, advantages? We answe ; and rest the negative on grounds 
so apparent and so known, that in the mere considerative comparison, 
the necessity for further discussion ceases. Observe your investment in 
landed property itself, the agricultural interest obtains, generally, but 34, 
and rarely, very rarely, 5 per cent., and the adversities it is subject to need 
not now be pointed out; unfortunately, in too many instances they have 
been perversely self-induced, and many will, no doubt, be perpetuated in 
the same spirit. In the ordinary commercial sphere, certainly some, nay 
many, lucky hits are made, but 10 to 15 per cent., as a maximum, is con- 
sidered a good return, and this under circumstances of great risk in ma- 
terial, and extensive competition in trade. 

Those occurrences of “ good luck,”’ those materialisations of golden hope 
which attend the progress of mining are never thought of. Anticipations 
such as these never cheer in toil, or lull to repose, and to the acquisition 
of tact and the force of capital alone must the purely commercial man be 
indebted for his success. Whirled ever in the vortex of a restless and ra- 
pidly competing power, it is only by the force of the most favouring cir- 
cumstances that he can control the action of, and escape the gurgitating 
current which would otherwise engulph him, 

The events, again, which in the political world crowd upon us, whether 
they lead to a continuation of the war or result in peace, will tend to the 
advantage of the mining community; and their labours, thus enhanced, 
should still more stimulate exertion, The query may be put, How shall 
this come to pass? An answer could be supplied from many sources, but 
the most proximate is that asin time of war a large demand has been made 
on the mineral resources of every country in Europe, and its inert stock, 
as is really the case, has been consumed, afield and afloat, without any co- 
existing labour, comparatively speaking, having been employed in the 
mineral reproduction, so, if peace be restored, the commercial requirements 
incident to an extension of old manufactures, there being no reserve of 
metal to fall back upon, must, and assuredly will, create a draft on our 
mine products which it will be wise to anticipate, and therein will “ ad- 
venture” prosper to an extent unequalled by its most flourishing antece- 
dents. The British public, ifit now tarry on the way, may yet have a cause 
to regret its inertitude in fostering its mining industry analagous to that 
which it is now being forced to feel for neglecting the propagation of cotton 
in our possessions. England istheconsumer, with astill increasing demand, 
of 44,000 bales weekly, making a yearly aggregate of 915,200,000 lbs. of 
this article, and for such amount, or the greatest part thereof, we have to 
pay in hard cash to America; and all this because habit on the one hand, 
and prejudice with stolid ignorance on the other, combined to throw a cold 
shade over the long-known capabilities of our colonies. 

The same sort of infatuation appears to have induced a neglect of min- 
ing; but, fortunately, its brilliant successes, even under the most oppres- 
sive disadvantages, are now dissipating the vapours, and, consequently, 
people will see their way better by-and-bye, and “ toddle along in wiser 
gait” for the future. 

The recurrence to celonial produce brings to mind the favourable ac- 
counts from Australia. Gold-prospecting has been eminently successful, 
and with the consequently increased supply of the precious metal have 
arisen those speculative hopes that, but a short time since, furled their 
wings with an abruptness which brought them down to crude matters of 
fact, rather ungracefully; but people soon forget gloom in the sunshine, 
and thus cheered by the aspect of affairs, the energies of all are in full 
life and active exercise. All doubt as to the endurance of the auriferous 
deposit seems now totally banished. The export of the precious metal 
during ten months of the past year amounted to over 2,000,000 ozs., with 
every prospect of an increase. In fine, there is no cessation of develop- 
ment; the surface diggings at “ Fiery Creek’’ continue to yield abun- 
dantly ; and a gold quartz vein discovered near Geelong, and reported to 
be more than ordinarily rich, has, no doubt, caused a ‘rush,’ and is by 
this time picked and delved to some purpose. Altogether, the social po- 
sition of this important colony is improved, and while rejoicing we record 
its growing prosperity, we may venture the hope that the adverse expe- 
rience it has had of recklessness in commerce, will indicate to it a steadier 
use of the beam and balance for the future. 

Abroad as at home, then, mining is on the ascendant. Here, as its 
central sphere, ought to be preserved a scientific and strict organisation, 
so that while deriving benefit therefrom we may be able to teach by ex- 
ample, and in thus teaching to afford that aid which can best secure the 
interests of all. Ifin cur onward progress we are but true to ourselves, 
there is required but a common sense converse with the rerum divinarum 
notitia to foretell that the natural results which Providence has wisely de- 
creed to practical prudence and industrious perseverance will crown our 
efforts, and prejudice, however strong, shall not prevail against us, 





The Cotogne Minino Company held the adjourned meeting on Wed- 
nesday, for the purpose of communicating to the shareholders how far the 
plan had succeeded for raising the additional capital required (9000/.), by 
the issue of preference shares. The result, as was anticipated, proved a 
failure, only 37 members having subscribed for 1006 shares, independent 
of those taken conditionally by the members of the council.

In taking a review of the scientific and inventive talent of the age, as 
exhibited by the list of patents secured in the year 1855, some curious 
facts present themselves. Although the necessities, as well as the excite- 
ment of the war, has called the attention of many minds engaged in me- 
chanical pursuits to alterations and improvements in fire-arms, and other 
weapons of offence and defence, it is evident that the greater portion of 
such talent has been devoted to forward the arts of peace and the progress 
of civilisation. While we have 68 patents for fire-arms, 41 for improve- 





* ments in gun carriages, and 11 for gunpowder and other explosive com- 


pounds, there are no less than 73 for steam-engines, 52 for boilers for 
steam-engines, 71 for improvements in the construction of railways and 
locomotives, 53 for marine engines for screw and paddle-wheel propellers, 
and 77 for arrangements for consuming or prevent:ng smoke in all descrip- 
tions of furnaces. The inventions and improvements relative to textile 
manufactures have been exceedingly numerous, as algo have been those of 
looms, and machinery for producing them. In sanitary affairs we find 
21 patents for soap, 33 for taps and water conveyances, and 34 for pipes, 
tiles, and bricks. Then we have for paper and pasteboard 38 patents, for 
writing instruments 36, and for lithography 46; sewing machines have 
been specified to the number of 21, and novel arrangements of motive- 
power, or that to be obtained from new sources 54; among which were~- 
gret to find, as an indication of a sad amount of mechanical ignorance still 
existing among us, several of them are for perpetual motion. Among those 
more particularly connected with the mineral interests of the kingdom, we 
have 28 patents in the manufacture of iron ; coating metals, 25; reducing 
ores, 12; foundry operations, 10; rolling metals, 3; steel manufacture, 5; 
gold, silver, zine, brass, alloys, &c., 5; sawing, planing, and boring metals, 
&c., 44; punching, stamping, &c., 20; andin chains, nails, screws, bolts, 
files, and numerous other metal manufactures, including blowisfg-machines 
and blast-furnace arrangements, we have nearly 120 patents. These facts 
are of a highly interesting character, showing that while Britons can stand 
up in a just cause for the defence of truth and right, they can also devote 
themselves, heart and purse, to the advancement of science and art. 











Mr. H. Reaper Lack, of the Statistical Department of the Board of 
Trade, is worthily following his lamented predecessor, Mr. G. R. Porter, 
in rendering valuable contributions to statistical science. We have re- 
ceived an interesting paper on ‘The Mining Resources of France from 
1841 to 1852;” and, though most of the particulars are familiar to our 
readers from the information furnished by our Paris Correspondent, there 
are some details which will give an approximate view of the mineral 
wealth of France, and its increase, which are worth quoting, as evidence 
of the great progress made by the mining industry of France during the 
period referred to, Although the production of the French mines is, at 
present, chiefly confined to coal and iron, the country is not wanting in 
metalliferous deposits, for, both under the dominion of the Romans, and 
still later of the feudal lords, mines of various kinds appear to have been 
worked on an extensive scale, and their abandonment in the year 1793 was 
mainly owing to the then unsettled state of the country, The working 
of the coal mines in France to any great extent did not commence til! after 
that date, and their production was comparatively trifling before the year 
1800. Since the year 1832, however, great attention has been paid to 
mining operations, while a considerable increase in the production of cop- 
per, silver, and lead, in addition to that of coal and tron, has taken place 
since the year 1841; and it may be some guide towards forming a notion 
of the extent of the production of coal and iron in France, to know that 
that of coal is about sixteen times, and that of iron four times, less than the 
pouetion of those minerals in Great Britain. The production of coal, 

ignite, and anthracite, was, in 1841, of the value of 33,159,044 frs. ; in 
1852, 46,751,806 frs. Iron and steel, in 1841, 141,789,560 frs., and in 
1852 it had increased to 297,330,748 francs. Silver and lead, in 1841, 
774,033 frs., and in 1852, 2,390,191 frs. In 1841, the copper produced 
was of the value of 278,676 frs., which in 1852 realised 5,167,338 frs. 
The coal trade of France has made rapid progress since 1800; in 1841 the 
produce amounted to 3,410,210 tons, and in 1852 to 4,816,355 tons, while 
the consumption amounted to 4,980,000 tons, and 7,816,403 tons respec- 
tively ; the difference, of course, being coal imported from England and 
Belgium. With respect to the iron trade of France, Mr. Buack wet has. 
recently contributed such elaborate information, that precludesthenecessity 
of going into these figures ; or, indeed, those of the other continental states

preliminaries of which His Grace the Duxe or NorruumpertAND has 
offered the most munificent assistance. The committee appointed to carry 
out the details at a recent meeting had laid before them a copy of a com- 
munication addressed to the Duke on the subject, by Mr. Nicwonas 
Woon, the Chairman, and His Grace’s reply. The former called the 
attention of the Dux to the project, requesting his favourable considera- 
tion, showed the want of an institution of this practical character in the 
district, stated it was expected Government would aid in the design, and 
requested His Grace would confer additional benefit on the undertaking 
by kindly consenting to become patron of the college, This communica- 
tion received prompt attention, Mr. Woop receiving a reply through Mr. 
Hvou Taytox, the Duxr’s agent, stating that {is Grace had for some 
time been aware of the intention to found the college, and was of opinion 
that, if properly established and conducted, it was calculated to prove 
highly advantageous to the mining interests of that part of the country, 
as well as to those of the kingdom at large, and the project had his entire 
and hearty concurrence.

40,000/., for alike purpose. The Duxe also accepted the honour of being 
named patron of the institution. As regards the particular locality for 
its erection, or the expediency, or otherwise, of appending it to, or con- 
necting it with, any existing establishment, the Duxe recommended that 
such subjects should receive most mature and dispassionate consideration, 
as the success and permanency of the college may greatly depend upon 
the decision. 

It was then resolved, that the Chairman be requested to convey to the 
Duxe the respectful and grateful acknowledgements of the committee for 
this munificent offer on the part of His Grace, and to express at the same 
time to His Grace their full persuasion that the conditions on which the 
offer is based are, as regards the proposed institution, most beneficial, and 
such as must ensure the cordial approbation of every friend to the under- 
taking ; and that the committee will have the honour of further soliciting 
His Graceé’s advice and assistance in reference to that part of the subject 
which is more particularly noticed in the concluding paragraph of His 
Grace's communication; and that the foregoing letters be printed, and 
Copies sent to the Marcutongss or LonponprRty, the Ear or Duran, 
Lorp Ravenswortn, and the other coalowners of the district, accom- 
panied by a letter, soliciting their support to the proposed undertaking.

It will be observed from these statistical statements that the general con- 
sumption of spelter, under all forms, has been constantly on the increase 
for the last three years, whereas production has remained nearly station- 
ary. Hence the gradual decrease of the floating stock, and the correspond- 
ing increase of average price during these three years upon each market. 
1t is probable that the floating stock, on January 1, 1856, will be totally 
absorbed by the consumption of the year. 





TIN IN PORTUGAL, 

In addition to the Copper Ores which have been recently shipped to this 
country from the Douro, Portugal also produces Lead, and a certain amount 
of Tin. The principal mines yet discovered are situated in the micaceous 
shales of the Plas-os-Montes, where the oxide of tin is invariably associated 
with quartz. The shales in this district are everywhere interfoliated with 
hard white quartz, which sometimes occurs in bands of considerable thick- 
ness; whilst, in other cases, they are extremely thin, although still fol- 
lowing the run of the strata in which they occur. 

In addition to these beds of quartz, true veins, running from north to 
south, and traversing the shales nearly at right angles to their strike, have 
also been discovered These veins, wherever they have been laid open, 
have yielded oxideof tin, in the form of exceedingly large and pure crystals. 
Besides the ore thus occurring in regular veins, it has also been found in 
the quartz lying between the lamina of the strata. This has been more 
generally observed at their point of intersection by true veins than in 
other situations. 

The workings of these mines, as at’present conducted, are rude in the 
extreme. ‘The only excavations nade consist of a few open cuttings of 
very limited extent; whilst the ores vbtained are first hand-picked, then 
broken down by a hammer on an iron plate, and subsequently washed 
with a scoop in a kind of wooden trough. The tin ore thus prepared is 
afterwards smelted in a blast furnace of the size of an ordinary chimney- 
pot, supplied with air by means of a smith’s bellows, and fed with char- 
coal made from the roots of the dwarf shrubs with which the neighbour- 
hood abounds. The tin thus obtained is run into bars, which are chiefly 
employed in the country, 

We are informed that Mr. J. Arthur Phillips, who has recently exa- 
mined this district, is of opinion that, with a more extensive and sys- 
tematic method of working, a considerable supply of tin might be obtained 
from this source. Mr. Phillips also states that the metal thus produced 
from this ore contains neither arsenic nor tungsten, and is in every way 
equal to the best Cornish tin. 








THE COAL TRADE OF AMERICA. 

The development of the great coal fields of Pennsylvania is continuously 
becoming of greater interest, ond the returns for the past year are well 
worthy particular attention, as showing the commercial advances of a 
rapidly progressing nation. ‘The total production of anthracite, semi-an- 
thracite, aud bituminous coal in 1854 was 6,903,498 tons; in 1855 it was 
7,587,502 tons, showing an increase of 684,004 tons. If we go as far back 
as 1822, we find the whole amount of anthracite from the Schuylkill dis- 
trict was only 1480 tons, while in 1855 it had risen to 3,318,555 tons, and 
the whole quantity transmitted by canal and railway in the 33 years was 
28,509,159 tdns. In 1820, the aggregate of all kinds of coal raised in the 
United States was 365 tons, while the returns for 1855 give the quantity 
as 7,587,502 tons, and a total for 35 years of 61,956,595 tons. Coal has 
been the principal element which has raised this country to its present 
high position, and the above figures show that the community of North 
America are fast progressing in the steps of their English progenitors. The 
coal fields of that continent are the most extensive yet known in the world, 
and comparatively inexhaustible; yet, wide as is the area over which 
they must be transmitted to supply the domestic and manufacturing wants 
of the population, the railway and canal systems now so extensively car- 
ried out will render these treasures available to all. At present the pros- 
pects for 1856 are promising ; the Schuylkill, Lelrigh, Seranton, Wyo- 
ming, Wilkesbarre, and Shamokin districts have all additional channels 
of traffic opened, and will be able to send continuously increasing supplies. 
In some places the use of anthracite coal is on the increase, and its qua- 
lities are becoming still more and more appreciated; in Baltimore, for in- 
stance, the supply of bituminous coal in 1855, as compared with 1854, had 
fallen off 77,816 tons, while that of anthracite had increase 25,007 tons, 
Among the instances of humane and civil progress now being made by 
our transatlantic brethren, we hear a scheme for the establishment of a 
Miners’ Hosritan in the coal districts of Pennsylvania; this proposal is 
highly creditable to its promoters, for in districts situated far from towns 
and villages, where the men employed in collieries can scarcely be said tu 
have a home, arrangements for removing them in case of accident to an 
asylum where they could be properly cared for and attended to would, 
indeed, be a great desideratum, and establish that confidence so necessary 
between employer and employed. As the consumption of coal increases, 
the men have to work at greater depths, fire-damp is more rife, and a 
larger number of accidents arise from breakage of ropes and chains, falls 
of roof, &c. In every mining district in this populous country there are, 
within easy reach, hospitals and dispensaries which aid in affording ready 
relief to all who need it; butin the thinly populated localities of the coal 
districts of Pennsylvania such an establishment would be a boon, and is 
indeod, a real necessity. ;

THE METAL TRADES AND INDUSTRIAL PROGRESS ON 
THE CONTINENT. 
(PROM OUR PARIS CORRESPONDENT.) 

Jan. 30.—The consistency which the rumours of peace daily acquire 
continue to augment the value of Government and other stocks. The pre- 
parations in the hotel of the Russian embassy for the reception of its long- 
expected and ardently -desired masters—ardently desired by the bonne bour- 
goisie of Paris,—the opening of the salon of the Hotel Talleyrand, and the 
resumption by the Russian Church of its sacred fountain, are so many 
signs of the times, or, rather, prognostics of the prompt conclusion of 
peace, which shopkeepers and speculators eagerly canvas and thankfully 
accept, From the tone of the Government, Orleanist, and Royalist press, 
and of the conversation of gentlemen on ’Change, one would imagine that 
France had been inveigled into the war against her wishes and interests, 
and by the machinations of her ally. However, time will show whether 
it was wiser to evinge such anxiety—almost indecent haste—to accept 
peace, or to hesitate until the common enemy had been reduced to the im- 
possible for future mischief. The future is scarcely thought of, perhaps, 
by those who are most clamorous for peace, provided the funds go up, and 
they make good bargains. 
In the face of the rise, and the re-appearance of capital upon the mar- 
kets, the Bank of France will, it is stated, reduce its rate of discount this 
week, and return to its former system, which will materially contribute 
to facilitate the next settlement, great to the joy of the agents de change 
andothers. The Credit Foncier has at last escaped from the state of stag- 
nation in which it was so long immersed. Other speculations, such as the 
Docks—which, by-the-bye, should be called bonding warehouses, seeing 
that no ships enter there—have felt the general influence of peace. Your 
readers are probably aware that for some time past the affairs of this com- 
pany (Docks Napoleon) have been in a most unsatisfactory state. A meet- 
ing of shareholders was held on the 23d inst., when the balance-sheet was 
presented, by which it appeared that the liabilities were 27,676,503°13 frs., 
the actual available assets, 21,177,847°65 frs.—loss, 6,498,655°48 francs, 
Two propositions were submitted to the shareholders, one to wind up the 
concern, the other to nominate a commission to carry it on—the latter was 
accepted almost gyn > Fox and Henderson are the contractors for 
the company’s works, and have given every satisfaction. One thing is 
very certain, that if the docks are to succeed as a commercial speculation, 
the company must reduce its charges, and teach its employes to be more 
civil to customers, and not keep a person dancing some six hours’ attend- 
ance to get a single case cleared. : 
The metal market is no exception to the general rule of improvement. 
In Champagne, rolled iron No, 1 is quoted at 400 frs. to 440 frs. the 1000 
kilogrammes; merchant bar, 435 frs. to 440 frs. ; cast-iron, rare, stands 
at last week’s prices, 190 frs. the 1000 kilogrammes; cast-iron, of the 
second melting, 210 frs. ‘The retail market in Paris is heavy, although 
wholesale buyers are taking Time by the forelock, in anticipation ofa rise 
next spring. Nail iron is eagerly bought up, and at good prices; Nos. 21 
to 26, at 660 frs. the 1000 kilogrammes; No. 20, at 680 frs.; No. 19, at 
710 frs,; No. 18, at 740 frs.; No. 17, at 800 frs.; No. 16, at 830 frs.; No. 
15, at 860; No. 14, at 890 frs.; No, 13, at 920 frs, English sheet-iron 
ranges from 53 frs. to 55 frs.; ditto, for piping, from 58 frs. to 60 frs. ; 
Ardennes sheet-iron, from 67 frs. to 68 frs. There has been a good deal 
of grumbling about the different quality of English iron lately sent, espe- 
cially bar-iron. Scotch pigs vary from 185 to 190 frs. the 1000 kilogram- 
mes. Beaufort pigs, from 230 frs. to 240 frs. Belgian pigs stand nomi- 
nally at 185 frs., but there are none in the marxet. French (clos mortier) 
pigs, from 215 to 220 frs., but nothing doing in them, Russian copper 
yaries from 340 frs. to 345 frs. the 100 kilogrammes ; English ditto stands 
at 325 francs, Lead has risen to 70 frs., 71 frs., of French extractions ; 
Spanish ditto, to 71 frs., 72 frs. Zine is quoted at 65 frs.; sheets, 80 frs. 
the 100 kilogrammes, English tin, 527°50 frs.; Banca, 345°30. 
The public, misled by the flattering reports of certain members of the 
Academie des Sciences, on the difficulty of distinguishing silver from sili- 
cium and tungsten, are in a fair way of being duped by some go-a-head 
manufacturers here. It appears, that for some time past forks, spoons, 
&c., of silvery appearance, have been offered for sale, as being composed 
of one or other of a combination of these two metals, under the name of 
argyrolithe, The Academie recently appointed a commission, consisting 
of Messieurs Dumas, Thenard, and Ballard, to examine a process invented 
by M. Jules Barse, to distinguish tungsten and silicium from silver. Pre- 
viously to the appointment of this commission, M. Ballard had been asso- 
ciated with M. Pouillet to investigate a pretended discovery by M. Chau~ 
dron-Junot, relative to the deposition, on copper and brass, of tungsten 
and silicium by the electric galvanic process. These two academicians 
visited the workshop of M. Chaudron-Junot, where they witnessed baths 
in which were apparently introduced silicates, tungstates, and molybdates. 
The articles to be plated or, rather, silicated, tungstated, or molybdated, 
were plunged in their respective baths fur some hours, and when with- 
drawn were found to be coated with a white metallic surface, having all 
the appearance of silver Unfortunately for the inventor, the two aca- 
demicians were not satisfied with appearances only. They analysed the 
deposited white surfaces, and found them to contain no traces of silicium, 
tungsten, or molybdenum. In some metallic powder thit was found in 
the baths, deposited, but not upon any other metal, was discovered silver, 
mixed with about 5 per cent. of copper, iron, &. But in this powder, as 
the deposited surfaces, there was no trace of the three metals, True, faint 
traces of cerium were found, that was, doubless, contained in the wolfrom 
from which M. Chaudron-Junot prepared his tungstates. When the re~ 
sult of these analyses was known, M. Chaudron-J unot was invited to re- 
peat his newly- invented process in the laboratory of the Sarbonne, with 
baths prepared under the direct superintendence of Messrs. Ballard and 
Pouillet. The offer was accepted, and—the invention failed. M. Chau- 
dron-Junot then wrote to the Academie to withdraw his memoire, on 
the plea that it contained a grave error, and to thereby avoid theex~ 

sure of an academic report upon this attempt at mystification. M. 

ules Barse subsequently presented to the Academie a note upon the method 
of distinguishing silver from silicium, although he was not able to distin- 

uish any difference between the plating, said to be of silicium, of M. 

haudron-Junot’s goods and silver. M. Chaudron-Junot, also, has pub- 
lished his memoire, without explaining how it was that the Academie did 
not report upon his invention. What with the attempt at mystification, 
and the publication of this note, under such circumstances the Academie 
was put upon its metal, so that when M. Jules Barse’s note of his process 
was submitted, it was determined to investigate these pretensions tho- 
roughly. Accordingly the commission, named at the commencement, re- 
peated M. Jules Barse’s experiments in analyses most carefully, upon the 
articles he had deposited with the Academie, and upon goods sold under the 
name of argyrolithe. Here are the results, in the words of the report :— 
“ Qur essays do not permit us to recognise as correct any of the facts an- 
nounced by this chemist (M. Jules Barse). The reaction which he re- 
presented would admit of our separating tungsten, gave us nothing at all 
that we could analyse. We found silver in notable quantities, and recog- 
nisable by all the characteristics which it offers in the precipitates, where 
he assured us there was no trace of it; wherefore our conviction is com- 

lete, that the articles sold under the name of avgyrolithe ave whitened 

y being coated with a thin layer of silver. . . Weare happy to be able 
publicly to declare that neither the process of M. Jules Barse nor of M. 
Chaudron-Junot merit in any way the attention of the Academie, nor the 
confidence of the public.” Strong language this, but certainly not a whit 
too strong, if the facts are as stated. Meanwhile, the partisans of the new 
metals deny the imputation of any attempt at mystification, and assert 
that it is simply impossible to distinguish silver from tungsten, silicium, 
and molybdenum.

THE IRON AND METAL TRADES or SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE. 


(PROM OUR CORRESPONDENT IN BIRMINGHAM.) 

Jay. 31.—We have nothing to boast of in connection with the com- 
mercial and manufacturing transactions of the past week. The peace pro- 
blem still keeps us rather in suspense, and the works, unless those engaged 
on Government orders, have been rather inactive during the last ten days. 
Sales of iron have been few, and needy holders, as usual, are reported to 
be offering large discounts; but the chief houses are firm, and will conti- 
nue so. There will not, however, be any large accumulations of stocks 
for some time to come, as much will depend on the final result of the forth- 
coming negociations, and the satisfactory adjustment of what is considered 
here the worse than childish American complication about a few savages, 
of whom we know nothing, and care less. Some of the later advices re- 
cetved here allude with regret to the possibility of an interruption of 
friendly relations between the two countries, and seem to indicate caution 
in ordering under existing circumstances. From these causes the Iron 
Trade rules dull, and the same will apply to the general manufaeturing 
trades of this town and district. At the Hardware houses goods are being 
offered in larger quantities than usual, and orders eagerly looked after. 
There is not, however, any reduction worth noticing in the prices of made 
goods, owing to the continued high prices of the raw material, and none 
ean take place, 

In the Hollow Iron Trade of West Bromwich and Wednesbury there 
has been activity for foreign orders, which are said to be extensive. 

_ The Lock, Hinge, and Fender Trades of Datlaston, and the surround- 
ing district, are dull, owing to the temporary cessation of the building 
trade, but prices are firm, and likely to remain so. 

Tn the Coal Trade the utmost activity prevails, and orders keep ahead 
of the powers of supply, large as they now are at some of the works. 
Prices are, of course, firm, but without any further advance. 

_ Inconnection with the public meetings, two of interest have been held 
since my last letter—the anaual meeting of the Canal Company, on Friday 
last, and the other to-day, for thea pointment of trade assignees, and proof 
of debts, under the bankruptcy of Mr. Greene, of the Lichfield Bank. At 
the former meeting, Sir George Nicholls, G.C.B., in the chair, the report 
announced a loss during the past year of 12,000/., owing to the intense 
frost, which impeded the traffic during six weeks, and congratulated the 
company on the great progress the works ately inaugurated by Lord 

ard, at Dudley, was making. Philip Williams, Esq., referring to a 
remark made by the Chairman, relative to the goods traffic during the 
frost, observed it was necessary the matter should be put right, so far as 
railways were concerned. Although railways during severe frost might 
receive some of the canal traffic, by bringing coal into the market, yet, 
taking the advantages and disadvantages, it would take a very wise man 
to show how railways could do any harm to the Birmingham Canal. Let 
them look, for instance, to the coke which the railways brought down from 
the north of England, superior to any produced in this district, exclusive 
of the red ore, limestone, and the different minerals brought into Staf- 
fordshire. Although mine owners might suffer for the moment from this 
competition with a new district, yet, by giving a continuance value to the 
works and machinery of the district, and thus keeping the iron works in 
existence, there could be no doubt that the ultimate advantage would 
more than balance the temporary loss. Any one who saw the immense 
quantity of minerals transferred from railways to canals at Wolverhamp- 
ton and Great Bridge, must be satisfied of the advantage which the canal 
had derived from railways. 

In the Court of Bankruptcy to-day, 
Mr. Greene was in attendance, and the Court was occupied several hours 
in receiving proofs. Mr. Knight and Mr. Brace, solicitors, presented 
Proofs for upwards of 120,000/.; and upon which they proposed Mr, R, 
Smith, mine agent, of Dudley; Mr. John Cooke, of Longdon, and Mr. J. 
Smith, of Lichfield, trade assignees. There was no opposition, and the 
nomination was confirmed. The affairs of the bank, owing to the recent 
discovery of defalcation by one of the clerks, amounting to 7000/., are 
not so hopeful as they appeared to be at first, added to whichethere is an- 
other serious drawback talked of. It appears that doubts are now enter- 
tained as to the validity of the bankrupt’s titles, if he possesses any at 
all, to the Brownhill and Pelsall Collieries, which are very valuable, and 
now being worked by the official assignee, by order of the Court, for the 
benetit of the estate. It is said that the transfer of the mines was never 
made to the bankrupt, and that they are not now available for the cre- 
ditors, unless subject to a large payment, which would be equivalent toa 
new purchase. In his balance-sheet, presented to-day, the collieries are 
estimated at 25,000/., exclusive of sundry debts to the same, and stock of 
coal in London and Birmingham estimated at about 6000/.; but if the 
title is disputed, the value of the property, if it is retained, will, of course, 
be materially depreciated. , The Lord Chancellor is freely talked of as the 
authority likely to settle the question of equity, if one is involved in it, 
and a prolongation of the proceedings may not unreasonably be expected. 
In the interim, the mines are being most beneficially worked, at an outlay 
of wages amounting to 300/. per week, and a corresponding supply of su- 
perior coal, the greater portion of which is forwarded to the London mar- 
ket, where it is disposed of by Mr. Greene’s former agent. The secured 
creditors’ claims on the bankrupt’s estate amount to 43,682/. 12s. 1d., and 
araongst them are the names of some well-known persons in the coal trade. 
The estimated value of the other securities stand at 51,0007. The total 
liabilities of the bank are heavy, but not yet fully ascertained. It was re- 
marked in Courtas singular, that not one tender made to-day was disputed.

IRON AND COAL TRADES or YORKSHIRE AND DERBYSHIRE. 
(From OUR CORRESPONDENT IN CITESTERFIELD.) 

Jan. 31.—The Iron Trade continues, considering the season of the year, 
in a state of healthful activity, and the demand for manufactured iron has 
increased, arising from the additional orders received this week from Ame- 
rica and the continent of Europe. Now that an early declaration of peace 
seems probable, it is the opinion of many that the domaad for iron will 
be considerably reduced. No doubt many houses largely engaged in the 
manufacture of war materiel, such as the Low Moor Company, would for 
a time be less actively employed, but the probability is that the opening 
of the Baltic ports, and the stimulus which a peace would give to enter- 
Wise, and the extension of our industrial arts, would more than counter- 
balance any temporary digression occasioned by the cessation of the pre- 
parations for war. Advices by the last mail, respecting the iron trade in 
America, are highly favourable; but the political intelligence from the 
States wears a threatening aspect, and likely to lead to a severance of our 
commercial relations with that country. Should such a state of things 
actually take place, we shall experience very great depression in the steel 
and cutlery trades, America being a very iarge purchaser of cutlery. 

Soon after the dispatch of our last communication, we received intelli- 
gence from several sources of the inactivity of the Coal Trade in Derby- 
shire, which continues at the present time. All the southern markets are 
well supplied, and several quite overstocked; as a consequence of this 
dulness, prices have been reduced, both in London and the country. A 
large amount of activity usually prevails in the coal trade at this season 
of the year, and the present depression can only be accounted for by the 
enormous increase which has been going on in the production of coal for 
the last few years, and the great facilities offered by the railway companies 
for its speedy transit to all the markets of the kingdom. 

We may remark, in reply to the enquiry from a correspondent at Shef- 
field, respecting the Midland Mining Company, that the prospects of this 
company are not at all encouraging, but, on the contrary, we should not 
be surprised to hear of their affairs being wound-up. It must be under- 
stood, however, that there are two mining companies at Ashover, and fre- 
quently both are denominated the Midiand Mining Company. This isnot 
the fact. The Midland Company are proprictors of the Victoria Mine; 
and the gentlemen who belong to the other mine are denominated the 
Mill Town Mining Company. The latter mino is, we are given to under- 
stand, in a prosperous condition, and likely soon to yield returns. The 
history of the Midland Mining Company’s mine at Ashover is a curious 
one, if we are to believe the statements furnished as actual facts. It is 
said thata nugget of ore, weighing 15 stone, was brought from one of the 
mines at Eyam, toppled down the Victoria Mine at Ashover, brought up 
again, and afterwards exhibited in the shop of a tradesman at Chester- 
field, as the actual produce of the mine. That such a piece of ore was so 


exhibited is certain; but it is very doubtful whether it really was the

roduce of the mine, as none like it has ever been found since. The ef- 
ect of this was that the shares, 1/. each, rose to a premium of between 
6/. and 77. per share.

SUCCESSFUL FOREIGN MINING. 

Tn our last Journal, we inserted some remarks anticipatory of the half. 
yearly meeting of the Consolidated Copper Mines of Cobre Association, 
held on Tuesday, showing the successful operations at the mines, and the 
still promising features of future proceedings, From the directors’ report, 
we find that the produce of the mines for the year 1855, to Nov. 30, 
amounted to 16,677 tons, being 2033 tons more than the quantity raised 
| for the same period of 1854. The quality of the ores was the same as in 
| the previous year, being 16} produce. The prices obtained from the sales 

at Swansea had been fair and steady, and enabled the directors to declare 

a dividend of 5/. per share, as we stated in our last. The report stated 
| that in the great mine, where such rich ore was raised at the commence- 
| ment of operations, the lode in the 60 fm. level had become disorded, and 
| split into branches, in consequence of which the workings had been dis- 
| continued, and the ores subsequently shipped had been raised from other 
| portions of the property. For years the attention of the agents had been 
| directed to the recovery of this lode, and at the 120 fm level they have 
| recently cut one, which they hope will turn out to be the lode in question, 
| and if so, great expectations are entertained from it. A considerable 
| drawback, however, was stated to exist from the difficulty experienced in 
| obtaining a sufficient supply of labour to work the mines effectually, the 
| agents stating that they could effectually employ a very largely increased 
|number of hands. They had directed that a larger number of Chinese 
| should be employed, and that miners should be sought for from Europe. 
| Russell Ellice, Esq., and Walter Shairp, Esq., the retiring directors by 
rotation, were re-elected, as was also Alexander Druce, ., a8 auditor. 
The candidates for the directorship, vacant by the death of G. ae Esq., 
were Charles William Grenfell, Esq., James Denis de Vitré, Esq., and 
John Conybeare, Esq. On this subject we inserted, in last week's Journal, 
a communication from the latter-named gentleman, with some remarks 
thereon, with respect to a smelter being placed in the anomalous position 
of a director of a company of whom he purchases ores. The proprietors 
have, however, thought it desirable to elect Mr. Grenfell; and, while we 
do not for a moment insinuate that that gentleman will take any unfair 
advantage of his position, we cannot but feel that there is an inconsistency 
in such an appointment.—It is likewise with much pleasure we record 
the proceedings of another successful foreign mining adventure :— 

The South Australian (Burra Burra) Mining Association appears, from 
the report of the half-yearly meeting, held in Adelaide, on Oct. 17, about 
assuming the same importance in the commercial world as it did on the 
first discovery of the Burra Burra Mine, 1845, and for years afterwards, as 
its then extraordinary produce increased, until the gold discoveries diverted 
the field of mining labour from that legitimate source to the tempting one 
of seeking for gold. In their report, the directors state that early in the 
month of May operations were commenced in the deepest levels of the 
mine, and have since been continued with a much greater measure of 
success than they could have anticipated.

LAKE SUPERIOR COPPER MINES. 
The following interesting account of the Lake Superior Mines has been condensed 
from “Sketches of the City of Detroit, in the State of Michigan,” by Mr. R. E. Roberts : 


The existence of rich veins of copper upon the shores of Lake Superior appear to 
have been known to the earliest explorers in that region: in 1666, Father Claude A}- 
louze, a Catholic missionary, visited the Lake, and frequently found pieces of native 
copper, weighing from 10 to 20 Ibs. In 1669, Baron La Honatan visited the Lake, and 
describes the copper mines in his yoyages to Canada. P. de Charlevoix visited the 
Lake in 1721, and Capt. Carver in 1766, both give accounts of the singular character of 
the copper deposits. As early a period as 1771, a company, composed of His Royal 
Highness the Duke of Gloucester, Mr. Secretary Townsend, Sir Samuel Tucket, Bart., 
Mr, Baxter, Consul of the Emperor of Russia, Mr, Cruikshank, in England, Mr. Bost- 
wick, Sir Wm. Johnson, Bart., and others, to work these mines, but this region at 
that time was inhabited entirely by Indians; the project was found impracticable, 
and abandoned. Under the preaidency of John Adams, in 1800, the first attempt was 
made by the American Government to ssion of this mineral region. In1819 
an expedition was fitted out by the general Governor, under the command of General 
Cas*, then Governor of the territory of fee for the purpose of settling existing 
difficulties among the various Indian tribes living on the borders of Lake Superior. 
Hon. H. R. Schoolcraft accompanied the expedition, and collected a mass of valuable 
information reiating to the mineral wealth of the Lake country; but little further at- 
tention seems tohave voted to these mines until the territory was finally ceded 
by the Indians to the United States Government, in the year 1842. All the early ex- 
plorers seemed to agree that copper existed in great abundance; but that so great was 
the distance of this region from a market, and so wild and unsettled the country, that 
there would be little prospect of any mines worked with profit. Their observa- 
tions, however, could not fail to draw atten to this region, and immediately 
after the Indian treaty, Dr. Douglass Houghton, under Government instructions, 
commenced a geological survey of the territory, which resulted in the discovery of 
veins of native copper, of most extraordinary character —extraordivary not alone for 
the copper itself, but also for the evidences of ancient mining on all the prominent veins 
of the mineral range. Professors Foster and Whitney, in their report to the United 
States Government, say that it is impossible, in a brief report, to describe the ancient 
mining on Lake Superior, which is of so much interest at the present day to the an- 
tiquarian, and some to the explorer as a clue to the richness of the veins. It may be 
stated, however, that these evidences o/ ancient mining are found on moxt of (he pro- 
minent veins throughout the entire mineral range of Lake Superior, and 19ust have 
been done at a very remote period. From the size and age of the trees growing over 
many of these pits, it is evident that several handred years, at least, must have elapsed 
since the excavations were made. BY whom they were made it is impossible to scy. 

The present Indians have no traditions as to copper mining in the region, and have 
not now any conception of how or by whom the work could have done. 
Houghton continued his surveys and explorations, until he lost his life in a gule on 
Lake Superior, in 1845. The “ Douglass Houghton,” one of the prominent miner, 
was named in honour of his memory,—whose labours have contributed so largely in 
opening up a mineral region which bids fair to equal, if not rival in remunerative 
productiveness, the copper mines of England. The first settlement, attracted solely 
by the copper discoveries, was commenced, under many ee in 1846, and 
the Lake sbore now numbers about’ 20,000 inhabitants. Several riving villages 
have prune up, railroads are being constructed, and a locomotive of a large size is 
actually on its shores, and the completion of the Saut Ste Marie Canal, in June last, 
gives a complete chain of water navigation from the mines on Lake Superior to the 
city of New York; and splendid steamers, of the largest. size, now run regular 
tween Buffalo (in the State of New York) and Ontonagon, near the head waters of 
Lake Superior, about 900 miles, 

The first shipment of copper, of any account, was made in 1848, amounting to about 
200 tons; in 1850, about tons; about the close of the latter year mining may be 
said to have fairly commenced ; in 1853, there were about 2535 tons of copper, valued 
at $1,014,000, exported; in 1854, 3500 tons, valued at $1,500,000; and in the present 
year it is estimated that the amount tobe shipped will reach 5000 tons, valued at more

Douglass Houghton, Bohemian, Toltec, Windsor, and Evergreen Blof Mines. The 
Kewenaw Point and Portage Mines are equally productive. All these mines produce 
pure native copper, in particles and masses varying from | |b. up totwo or three hun- 

tons. All the copper of e Superior contains more or less native silver ; it is 
sometimes found in pieces weighing several pounds, The width of the productive 
veins is usually from | to 3 ft., and almost without exception these mines are worked 
on metalliferous deposits, which have all the characteristics of true veins.

Smoxe Prevention, AND SteaM-norteRs.—A few days since, Mr. Lee 
Stevens delivered a lecture to the members of the Polytechnic Institution, Southamp- 
ton, on the subject of Smoke Prevention, and illustrative, also, of his patent safety 
steam-boilers. Divesting hisaddressof alldry technicalities, the lecturer conveyed to 
his audience, in popular terms, a very distinct notion of the system he has so long and 
successfully adopted for the prevention of smoke in land furnaces of almost every con- 
ceivable form, from a baker’s oven to a steam-boiler or a brewing copper of the largest 
dimensions. In thesystem thus practically carried out by Mr. Stevens the main fea- 
ture is the introduction of a current of heated air at the extreme inner end of the fire- 
place, which, whilst extending from side to side of the farnace in an ascending stream, 
intercepts and mingles with the carbonaceous gases from the coal fire, or the assimi- 
lated gases of other sorts of fuel; thus supplying them with the requisite quantity of 
oxygen in a proper state, converts them, by more perfect combustion, to the required 
purposes, instead of allowing them to escape in the murky form of useless and ce- 
structive smoke; and thereby causing an economy of fuel, practically found to ave- 
rage 20 per cent. That most extensive success, and comparatively few failures, had 
followed the use of his invention, the lecturer proved to the apparent satisfaction of 
his audience, by reference to his testimonials, showing the safety as well as the effi- 
ciency of his system, from all parts of the kingdom, and by the distribution in the 
room of a long list of first-class firms in London and elsewhere, to whom he is per- 
mitted to refer any one who desires to be personally assured that Mr. Lee Stevens 
practically and economically effects what he undertakes todo, With reference to his 
more recent invention, he stated that, although adaptable with equal advantage to 
land as well as to marine purposes, the latter had been his primary object, regarding 
which he had sougt some means by which the carbonie gases, escaping from the fur- 
nace, might be ignited in some other place of in’ ion; and the very simple plan 
he has invented ensures their complete combustion within the limits of the boiler it- 
self, preventing alike the formation of smoke and all danger from over-heated funnels; 
and thus, as a natural and inevitable consequence, the invention causes economy of 
fuel in proportion with the more or less bituminous quality of the coal—ranging, 
practically, from 15 to 30 per cent. These effective, safe, and economical results are 
attained by the admission of air to a second fire-box, or combustion chamber, in front 
of and forming partof the boiler, wherein communication is provided between the 
flues and tubes that convey the flames and unignited gases from the furnace, through 
the boiler; and which chamber constitutes, in fact, the most desirable medium for 
supplying such unconsumed gases with the requisite quantity of oxygen to convert 
them Sotivet into flame. So constructed, the ordinary waste of qh A. passing 
offof smoke is turned into economy, by the constituents of the smoke g converted 
into flame; and the additional heat so obtained becomes so much more evaporative 
power conferred upon the boiler ; whilst the risk of fire, from the occasional ignition 
of the coal gas after it has passed uselessly through the tubes, and becomes inflamed 
upon contact with the atmosphere, is most effectually avoided, The lecturer stated 
that it was the opinion of Capt. John Vine Hall, whocommanded the Cresus when 
she was unfortunately burnt, that such a catastrophe would not have occurred to her 
had her boilers been fitted with the lecturer’s bustion chambers; and among 
other practical and scientific names mentioned as recommending the invention were 
those of Mr. Alexander Gordon, Mr. Robert Galloway (Inspecton of Steam-boilers 
on the Thames), Capt. John Ford (late Superintendent to the General Screw Steam 
Shipping Company), Capt. F. D. Stewart, R.N., &c. &c. The lecture was illustrated 
with several diagrams, and at the close the thanks of the audience were, through 
the President, voted to Mr. Stevens for his interesting and instructive address. 


Improvement 1N Rattway Srixes.—Mr. George Hopper, of Hough- 
ton-le-Spring, and Britannia Iron- Works. near Fence Houses, has patented an im- 
provement in Lyng | spikes for fastening the chair to the sleeper. The spikes are 
twisted spirally, so that they revolve when driven into the sleeper, and hold the chair 
to the seat with all the firmness of ascrew. The round part under the head is tapered 
conically, so as to fit with accuracy the hole in the chair, by which means any side 
vibration of the rails is effectually prevented. Mr. Hopper has already made nearly 
1000 tons of spikes, and has recently taken out another patent for an improved form 
of ‘*swaging rolls,” to facilitate their manufacture. While the cost of ordinary 
wooden trenails is 4/. per 1000, the cost of the improved spike varies according to the 
price of iron, from 70s. to 110s. per 1000; but, as they may be guaranteed for 20 or 
30 years, they may be considered much cheaper in the end. 


Tue Divintno Rop,—The Rev. A. Suckling, L.L.B., recently delivered 
at St. Helliers, Jersey, a lecture on the history, antiquity, and correct principles of the 
dowsing” rod, for the discovery of minerals, metals, and springs of water below the 
surface of the earth. We have, on various occasions, narrated the doings of our Cornish 
ancestors, and many West of England men in more modern times, with the “divining 
tod; but the reverend lecturer has on this occasion gone deeper into the subject than 
any of his predecessors who have supported the practice. Mr. Suckling stuted that 
he was convinced there existed a certain, though inexplicable, affinity between the 
effects of operations with the divining rod and what, in our present modern designa- 
tion, is termed “ mesmerism ;’’ that he refers them toone and the same source. It 
was then attempted to be shown that mesmerism was known to the ancient Egyp- 
tians, and that many anecdotes and passages of Scripture show that it was well under- 
stood among the entire population of Asia. To this principle is ascribed the appli- 
cation of Naaman, captain of the host of Syria, to obtain cure for his leprosy, and the 
interview of Saul with the Witch of Endor. In the course of the lecture it was stated 
that many of the wells in the island had been discovered by himself and others, en- 
dowed with the peculiar power which was said to appertain only to certain persons. 
With all the so-called proofs of the existence of this mysterious power, we cannot 
help thinking most of the arguments very far fetched, nor do we think that the 
lecture will be found to have done much to convince reasoning men of the soundness 
of the system.

Tue Inon Trape.—“ Ironmaster,” in to-day’s Worcester Journal, says— 
** Since I last wrote to you there has been but little change in the prospects of the 
trade; if anything, there is more disposition on the part of the pig-iron makers to 
sell than there has been for some time past, and the quotations area shade lower; this 
is not at all to be wondered at, when the great quantity produced is taken into con- 
sideration: at no Pg was there so much pig-iron made, although there has been 
timés since Lady Day, 1853, when much more wrought-iron was finished, There are 
still several large malleable iron works at a stand in the South Staffordshire district, 
and if they had been operation during the last year, or rather since Midsummer lasi, 
and a market found for their produce, we should have had less stocks of pigs than were 
ever known. Their stoppage has made a difference in the consumption of pigs of about 
16,000 tons a month; this gap has been made up, however, by the extraordinary pro- 
duc:ion of the foundries throughout the district, and I have no doubt if we had an 
easier money market it would, by the impetus given to local undertakings in sanitary 
works, &c., keep up the demand. 

I am sorry to say there has been under-selling in strip and iron sheet singles for 
nails. As I before said, nothing but necessity is the cause of it. Any one who knows 
the trade, or who will go into figures, may soon satisfy themseives that it is a losing 
game to sell under the declared price of the trade, and to those who have to buy their 
materials, either as pig-iron producers or wroug facturers, will readily 
admit the correctness of what I say. Hot-blast mine-pigs are 4/, 10s. per ton, best 
makes; the tendency of the market in favour of the buyers.”

Raitway Rerorm is progressing: on Monday, a meeting of parties in- 
terested in railway property, resident in Liverpool, Manchester, aud the adjacent 
towns, was held, when it was decided to form a Shareholders’ Association at Liver- 
pool, in order to act with the London committee, the gentlemen appointed being 
Messrs. Lawrence Heyworth, M.P., G. Maxwell, Alexander Macgregor, Robert Moon, 
John Highfield, and Maxwell Hislop. In the course of the discussion, Mr. Malins 
alluded to the high price paid for the carriage of goods, owing to the heavy expenses 
extravagantly incurred in working the several lines, as well as the monopolies they 
fostered. A%S an instance of this, he might state that certain houses were privileged 
to send goods in certain directions ; and a friend of his had complained that, when he 
wanted to send 1500 bales of Manchester goods from that place to London, he had to do 
it through one particular house, and was con:pelled to pay that house Is, per bale, or 
751. upon the whole. It was suggested that, in originating a reform like that in 
contemplation, the basis of operations should be made as broad as possible, and that 
provisional committees should be appointed in all provincial towns, with the view of 
getting the best opinions on the subject from all parts of the country, these com- 
mittees to confer with that in London, and coming before the railway world with a 
definite and complete scheme of operations.—On Wednesday, the adjourned meeting 
was held at the London Tavern. Mr. Malins commented strongly on the mismanage- 
ment of the several lines, and said that the case of the Eastern Counties was not an 
isolated one. They had stated that the gain there on the coal trade was 8s, 3d. per 
mile per train of 30 wagons, which would give a profit of something like 320,000/, 
each half-year on this branch of traffic. This caleulation was based upon the fallacy 
that the 30 wagons ran the whole distance; whereas the fact was that, from Peter- 
borough southward the number of wagons diminished at every station, and the re- 
ceipts become less und less, while the expenses were the same to the end of the journey. 
Among other points of mismanagement, to the correction of which the association 
— direct attention, wus the permitting of salaricd servants to become contractors 
and traders, as iu the case of Mr. Gooch, of the Eastern Counties; the practice of 
giving certain large carriers a sort of monopoly of the goods traffic, whereby then ob- 
tained a commission on all the goods carried; the mingling of capital and revenue 
account; and the running of heavy trains where lighter would be sufficient.
